In reply I beg to say that your suggestion as i» 
to the site of this school at the east end of Fraser Lake is 
noted, Before taking further action, however, the Depart- 
ment desires full details with regard to construction, etc. 
I am sending you, under separate cover, a blue print of @ 
school being erected by the Roman Catholic Church at Norway 
‘House and also a plan prepared for a“achoo2 on the Blackfoot 
Reserve in the province of Alberta, These buildings are 
frame on stone foundations and I shouldlixe to have your 
opinion as to their suitability for the British Oolumbia 
location.

Permit me to bring to your attention a matter 


pe is very dear to .y heart and which is of the utmost 


importance to the welfare of many in this section of the 
country. I mean the matter of extending the benefit of 
schools to the natives of Bulkley Valley and to those in the 
immediate vicinity of Lake Babine, in this Province. 

There are a great many natives on the wpper 
part of tne Skeena River and tributaries but 4 I am at 
present chiefly concerned with the tribe called Thene, living 
in the aforesaid districts of tne Babine Agency. ‘They 
number about 250 in the Bulkley Valley and about 390 around 
Lake Babine. All of these people are living in permanent 
settlements and those residing in the Bulkley Valley earn 
their living by teaming, packing and raising horses and 
cattle; only very few follow hunting as a profession. The 
occupation of the people around Babine Lake is pretty nearly 

the same but for the fewer chances given them to pack and 
freignt in winter time; therefore they follow more hunting 
and packing during that season. 

So far these people have only come into contact with 
the white man during the last few years and have had very 
little chance of getting a seneos education. 

On different occassions + Father E.M.eBumoz the 
prefect of this eclesiastical district of the Catholie Church, 
and the Rev. Fatner N. Cocoola have applied to your Department 

for the establishment of a school for the Babine District, but 
in view of the high prices of handsawn lumber, the Departient 


thought it advisable to wait. 
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At Haggulghet Village I started a little sehool with 
thirty-eight children from this village alone. I have kept 
it open for two seasons, but as it handicapped me seriously 
in the exercise of my otner duties as parish priest of a large 
district, I nad to give it up, of which decision I notified 
the Indian Agent in consequence, During all this time the 
following principals became clearer to me than ever before. 

1. A day school in an Indian settlement is of very 
limited use among the aborigines. The good inculeated in 
the school is very easily forgotten when so many contrary 
influences after school hours are active to drag the ehildren 
pack into the old rut. Only a boarding school can prevent 
those disadvantages and can accomplish lasting good results. 

2. Moreover a day school is unsufficient Because many 
of the children are too poor to attend school regularly, hav- 
ing to assist their parents in procuring a livliheod for the 
family. An empty stomach is a hard thing to stand for be- 
fore feeding the mind the body must be fed; therefore, only 
an institution that gives them food and clothing cam achieve 
the desired results. 

All those who have been working among the aborigines 
for any length of time will endorse these principals which 
I have cited above. The Rev. Father N. Coccola who has a 
practical experience of thirty years hard work among the 
natives of British Columbia, is a most ardent advocate of 
this system. 

Now, dear Sir, we have about seventy children of a school 
age in the Bulkley Valley and about the same number in the 
Babine district which would certainly furnish the material 
for such a school, with regard to which 1 might pogmt out 
that there are many other places where the Government has 
granted Indian boarding and industrial schools for @ far 
sialler number of children. 

If this school were granted it would be the @irst of 


the kind given to the natives of this part ef the country, 
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the central north of British Columbia. 

The natives themselves are absolutely in favour of a 
school, nay are clamoring for it. They have come sufficiently 
into contact with the white population along business lanes 
to realize thecnecessity of it. Moreover the delay im grant- 
ing a school certainly exposes the Government to crit#eism, 
as many of the settlers have come from various parts of Canada 
and of the United States where the natives have been given £Ke 
opportunities of enjoying the penefit of good schools. T am 


or more rea@y 
persuaded tnat there is no tribe more eager, to take advantage

of them than the Thene tribe. 

All the natives before mentioned have been christd@anized 
py the Catholic Church and are practical Christians, therefore 
any school granted by tke Department should not ve undenomina- 
tional but should be a Catholic school in accordance with the 
1Olicy of the Department as carried out with regard to the 
Industrial School at Cranbrook, tne St. Mary's M@eedion on the 
Fraser River and the Industrial School at Qu'Appellé@s We can 
easily and quickly arrange witn some religious s4eterhood of 
the Catholic Church to undertake the teaching part of the 
institution.

These are, dear Sir, a few points regarding the need and 
constitution of a school in this neighborhood wich I beg to

imum allowance made to schools. This grant has lately been 
raised to 5135 per cspits owing to the incressed cost of 
living, and os notice of this incresse wee only sent out on the 
19th of July to the Agenép end principals of the schools, 
Bishop Bunoz mey not be aware of an incresse having been made. 
This school will now be in receipt of °135 per cepits. The 
Stusrt Lake School does not rank as an Industrial school but 
8 Boarding School, and the highest grant ellowed to the 
Industrial Schools as only $140 per capita. Bishop Bunoz wae ad- 
visei on Nov. 2, 1916 that the Department would pay s grant 
of $125 per capits, and the school was opened on thet basis. 

I do not see that this school can be made an ex- 
ception, and it should be oeble to finsnce it with the present 


per capita grant when it is in good running order.

In March, 1917, the Rev. Father Bunos wrote the 
Department stating that they proposed providing accommodation 
for fifty girls at the stuart Lake Boarding school, but, 
before incurring any expenditure, they would like to 
ascertain Whether the Department would be prepared to 
allow the pay capita grant for this additional number, 


He was informed in reply that when there is 
sufficient accommodation at this school for one hundred 
pupils the Department would be prepared to pay for that 
Number and he was asked to furnish a scale plan of the 
budding showing the complete layout. 


On the 18th of January of last year Father Buneg 
Was again written to for these plans, 


In his reply he stated that they were then 
erecting a temporary addition to the main building, which 
Was confortable and healthy, but that he would like the 
Government to help to put up a more stable structure, 


They have 52 boys and 14 girls enrolled at this 
school and apparently the girls are accommodated in the 
temporary addition and they have been there since December 
quarter, 191%, ur. Inspector Oairns gives the dimensiong 
of this addition as 36 feet by 26 fect, two storeys high, 
which would provide accommodation for at least 25 or 30 
girls. Provision is made in the Estimates for 100 pupils 


at thie school. 


The best thing Father Bunoz can do is to take 
in as many orphans as his building will accommodate, They 
should be able to get on for sometime with the present 
building.

Referring again to your letter of Feb 16 
No 285754-1 I would say that sand and gravel can be 
procured at either Stuart Lake or Fraser Lake but it 
is well to note that these two points are 60 miles 
apart. Rough lumber only can be procured locally at 
Stuart Lake. Lime could also be burned there. Stuart 
Lake is distant 40 miles from the rail@ad and the 
freight rate is from one to two cents per pound 
according to the season and the state of the roads. 

Regarding lumber prices I h ave received 
a price list F.0.B. at ferrace B.C. to which 26 cents 
freight per owt would have to be added to Ft. Fraser 
or Fraser Lake potato nit as already stated from one 
to two dollars per cwt additional for Stuart Lake to 
cover road haul from Vanderhoof. 

Labour is not over plentiful but I am sure 
enough unekilled and a small percentage of skilled 
can be obtained locally at either Fraser ,Lake or 
Stuert Lake.

Il have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 23rd ultimo, enclosing a communication from the prin- 
cipal of the Stuart Lake Boarding School regarding the exist- 
ing conditions in the present buildings at that point, and re- 
questing that a new building be erected at an early dage to 
meet the educational requiremente of the Indian children of 
the Stuart Lake Agenoy. 


In reply, dealing especially with your remark 
regarding a suitable location for the proposed new building, 
in which you etate that “this phase of the question would 
have to be examined from many angles before a decision could 
be arrived at", I have to request that you will examine fully 
into the conditions and merits of the locations proposed, 
nemely, Stuart Lake and Praser Lake. You should furnish the 
Department with a full report, giving your views and your 
reasons therefore, as to whiéh, in your opinion, is the better 
and more suitable location for the boarding school, It is 
noted that these locations are 60 miles distant from each 
other. 


If you consider that a more desirable location 
than either of the two above mentioned can be secured as a 
suitable site, having in view the obtaining of the necessary 
building material, “labour. and traneportation, as well as 
the requirements below stated, you should give full partic- 
ulare regarding the same, se well as your reasons for pre- 
ferring the site selected by you. 


The principal states that the new building can 
be erected with advantage at Stuart Lake; that building mater- 
ial, such as lime, brick, sand, gravel and lumber can be ob- 

“tained in the vicinity at reasonable figures and that there 
are at present 20 acres of land under cultivation and 60 acres

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of hay lands a short distance away; also, that the most of the 
pupile are to be found in the vicinity. 


In a communication which the Department 
received from Right Rev. Z, M. Bunoz, O.M.1., His Lordship 
atates that Fraser Lake would be a suitable location and that 
all building material required can be obtained on the spot 
at a reasonable price, and that both skilled and unskilled 
labour are also obtainable. Fraser Lake is near & railway 
and His Lordehip states that a/siding to the railway track 
would enable care to unload on the premises. Stuert Lake is 
distant 40 miles from the railway and the cost of freight 
and traneportation of supplies to that point would be very 
heavy. 


Before arriving at your decision, the fol- 
lowing points should be taken into consideration, the quantity 
and quality of the land with a view to future farming operations; 
adequate water supply and drainage facilities; the most cen- 
tral point for recruiting pupils for the future carrying on 
of the work, as it is not desirable, owing to the cost of 
transportation, that children be taken long distances to and 
from the school. The question, too, of the present cost of 
transportation of building material and the obtaining of the 
game for the erection of the new building, also the future 
cost involved in the transportation of supplies, should be 
considered, 


You will be good enough to give this matter 
your early consideration and report fully your views regarding 
the respective merits of the different loewelities as the 
question of a suitable location for a new school building 
must be decided before further action is taken.

Memorandum 


Mr. Boot, - 


The Stuart Lake Boarding School is now being carried 
on in temporary buildings in the Indian Village near Stuart 
Lake, and at a point distant about fifty miles from the 
railway, The buildings erected are very temporary in char- 
acter. The larger or boys' building being of logs and the 
two adjoining buildings of frame construction which provides 
very congested and inadequate accommodation for the pupile 
enrolled. 


The construction being inferior and the buildinge heat~ 
ed with stoves, it is necessarily cold, and owing to the cone« 
struction cannot very well be remedied. 


From the arrangement as shown on the plans, I am of the 
opinion that improvements cannot be economically made to the 
building to provide better accommodation, except that addition- 
al temporary space might be added fg the girls' building pro} 
viding better housing facilities in that portion, 


The present site is undoubtedly well situated for farm- 
ing purposes, but,fifty miles distant from railway,by roads 
over which all supplies, etc., must be transported by teams 
at a great cost, and for this reason, it would appear undesir- 
able as a site for a school, unless a satisfactory site near 
to the railway could not be obtained, as the long and @iffie 
cult haulage would not only materially increase the cost of 
the building, but would be a permanent and constant expense 
in the transportation of the supplies. 
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The erection of a school in this remote district 
will be very costly, and with the limited appropriation 
avajlable at this time, that provided,will, undoubtedly, 
be expended in such manner as to ensure the greates? 
benefit, and as double the accommodation equally necessary 
can be provided at a more easily accessible distance and 
at the same cost, it would appear advisable to expend the 
money available where thegreater benefit would accrue, 


In the meantime, it should be definitely determined 
if a more advantageous site for the Stuart Lake Boarding 
School could not be obtained, providing adequate water 
and sanitary sewage disposal system,near railway commun 
so as to lessen the cost of erecting these buildings an@ the 
subsequent additional cost of carrying on the school. 


A temporary addition 25' x 33' to the girls! buiid@ing,

two Indian families resident 80 that 300 acres could easily 
be appropriated for School lands. Soil is of excellent quality, 
4a mostly timbered with growth of poplar willow and some 
spruce, but small open parky spots occur. Ten to twenty sores 
could easily be got under cultivation the first yous. without 
much expense in clearing. Water could be pumped from Pease? 
Lake or perhaps a well could be sunk. Puilding site and 
drainage good.Consult the Agency map and you will notice 
thie point is not far removed from its geographical contre. 

The Reserve is under the jurisdiction ef 
the Department which I think is importent. 


In considering Stuart Lake as a location * 
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@ main disadventage is ite distance from the railroad -40 


niles which meane that on all supplies for the school and 

on all construction material not obtainable at Stuart lake 
there would be an extra cost of from one to two cents per 1b. 
The location of the present school ie on land belonging to the 
R.C,Mission and is the best site in the neighbourhood unless 
land for the purpose could be obtained from the Hudsone Bay Coe 
whose land adjoins the Mission property. 

The observation of Principal Allard in the fourth para= 
graph that the moet of the pupile are lecated in the vicinity @f 
Stuart Lake can only be considered corredt ae referring to 
the pupils presently at school as naturally those living nearest 
the school were chosen. Also Father Allard says "Bricks, lime, usher 
eto can be obtained". Well lime can be burned and rough lumbe # 
hae been cut but no bricks have ever been made or has any 
planed lumber yet been turned out at Stuart Lake. 

It ie aleo very unhandy getting children from distant parte 
of the Agency to Stuart Lake ae they have to be met at Vanderhoof 
and conveyed by teame the rest of the journey. 

Noonla Reserve two miles west of Vanderhoof or the southern 
part of Nautley Né 1 reserve three miles west of Ft Fraser 
might also be considered as poseible locations but in my opinion 
none have as many advantages as No4 reserve mentioned on firet 
page of this letter.

As a large expenditure will necessarily be 
incurred by the Government in the erection of the building, 
it should be located on a site under the ownership of the 
Department.

in considering Stusrt Lake as a location

I have therefore taken this matter up with 
His Lordship, the Bishop of Prince Rupert snd Yukon, Mer, §.Bunoz, 
80 as to decide on an appropriate name for this Institution, As this 
School is for the education of the Bndians, the Bishop and I thought 
that the most appropriate name would be the name of the Missionory 
Who evangelized them for a quarter of a century, sm whose name is held 
in great veneration and love by the Indiens. The name of this pioneer 


Missionary is Father Lejacq. Therefore we hsve decided to

Railway purposes, so as to avoid the confusion and delays we have al- 


ready experienced in shipping of goods and material.

I have the honour to report that the Fraser Lake 
Indian Toarding School was opened on the 17th of the present 
month when some 80 children were transferred from Stuart 
Lake by sleighs 40 miles to Vanderhoof and a further 30 
miles by train to destination. Arrangements are now being made 
to add additional children from the various bands until the 
housing capacity of the institution is reached. 

I visited the school on the opening day and went over tie 
whole building.Apart from the fact that a few workmen were etill 
engaged finishing small jobs everything was in good shape. 

\@ you are aware the school is situated on the south 
side of Fraser Lake in an excellent site with a beautiful and 
extensive view up the lake.Nearly 300 acres of land from the 
No 4 Reserve have been set apart for School purposes. hen clear- 
ed up this area will make farm and garden lands of the finest 
quality. 

The building and equipment as it stands to-day reflects 
ereat credit upon the Department,which authorised the project 
also upon Mr Moncrieff the contractor who erected the building 
and Mr Morley the Govt. Inepector who supervised. Mr. Monerieff 
has spared neither time,expense or naterial-~sometimes doing 
work not called for in the specifications. Mr Morley has been 
unremitting in the work of inspection. The result is,a finely 
Completed edifice which should prove of incalculable Value in 
the great scheme of Indian advancement. 

It shall be my endeavour to have the Indians appreciate 
to the full the many advantages to be derived from the estab- 
lishment of this institution.

at the time of my visit to the above mentioned 
echool this eummer, I found the water system out of order and 
the lighting syetem giving poor satisfaction. I advised the 
Acting Principal, Rev. Allard, to maxe a change on hie etaff 
in this connection. 


There is needed at thie echool a barn for 30 head 
of stock and 8 horeee, algo a pig pen and hen house. von- 
siderable work ic yet to be done clearing the 350 acre farm. 
at present 60 acres is cleared and 50 under cultivation. In 
the future, lawne terraced in the front of the building will 
improve the appearance. 


The characteristice of the Acting Principal will not 
be discussed as I underetand a new principal ie about to be 
appointed. I am of the opinion that a larger etaff is needed 
at the school. At present, there is a principal, an assistant, 
a boys' disciplinarian, an engineer and 6 sieters. Fora 
pupilage of 150 children, one man and two sistere are needed 
in addition to the sbove mentioned officers. 


The sir space in thie building ie excellent; however, 
the floor space will permit of a pupilage of no more than 130. 
The half-day system ie used for but a few of the larger boys 
and girls. ‘The infirmary arrangement here ig excellent, but 
the monitor's rooms between dormitories sare badly ventilated. 
The dormitories have insufficient wash-room and lavatory 
accommodation. There is no facility for wasning dishes and 
the kitchen is hardly big enough for any additional equipment. 


In addition to the buildinge mentioned above, an 
ice houce and cold storage ie needed, as it ie the intention 
in the near future to kill the beef for the winter. The 
batteries near the dynamo are placed incorrectly - only one 
set can be seen at a time. 


The Lepartment should write Bishop Bunoz of Prince 
Rupert, advieing him that more etaff should be supplied and 
that the trincipal should be inetructed conc cerning securing 
authority for all expenditures. ‘Two other mattere, that of 
& qualified engineer and the diet of the pupils, have 
already received the attention of the new + seuss

One month ago I Was anpointed Principal of the 
Fraser Lake Inustrial School in the place of Father Wolrte 
who was transferred to Stuart Lake. nave had 14 years 
of experience in this line zene School 
in Kootenay, of which I wes the founder, 
tely the special needs of this school 
like to spe:k to you. 


The first need 16 for a stable and barn, You know 
that the most wholesome food for chilfren is milk. We have 
Spome very good milk cows and intend to purchase some more 
in order to give the children this 60 much needed article of 
food, But to keep these cows in 4 fit condition I must be able 
to shelter them from the rigours ef this northern winter, The 
barn which is on the vremisses now is totally inadequate ,both 
in size and in condition.I know thet your Department has built 
ara i6 building barns at aifferent other Indian Boarding 
schools, Would 4{t be yosiible that you extend the same kindness 
t@ this school? It will mean a big saving in ow finances 
ani @ boon to the health of the ehildren.

With reference to yo letter of the [3th of June 1923, 
in which you tell me that Inspector Cairns has made a complaint 
that the children at this Institution do not receive butter and 
milk in sufficient quantity,1 beg to state the following. 


This matter has been a subject of serious thought with me 
for a long time and I have from the beginning endeavored to re- 
medy this lack in the diet. It is only very shortly ago that I have 
seen means to make an improvement along these lines in the daily 
menu. Still, it is far from satisfactory yet,but the reason why 
I can not give the children the full diet of bugtter and milk 
which I would like to give them,is the lack of stabling facilities. 
It is an impossibility for me to purchase milk,excepted canned 
milk, as-none is produced in our vicinity.But as soon "8s I will have 
stables and barns I shall be able to get more cows «nd then to give 
the children the full allotment of milk and butter they need.

I have noted that the parente of eome of the children 
are complaining that vocational education ie being neglected. 
In reply I have to inform you that, when the Eetimatee are 
being prepared for the coming fiecal year, the advieability 
of adding a building and equipping it will not be overlooked. 
You should eo inform intereeted parents. 


With reference to the outdoor work the boye should 
perform, I have to inform you that the Department coneiderg 
the older boye ghould be at work eix half daye per week. 
Care ghould be taken that work beyond their physical powere 
ie not expected.

that I have taken the matter up with the Rev. Principal Coccolo 
and ae has replied that my letter was the first time that he heard 
anything about it,eo apparently there is no foundation for the 
Indian's feare concerning the loss of their meadow. 


I might say however that during the past week or so that I have 
haé@ several Indiane from the Stella and Fraser Lake Bande call on me 
in the office concerning thie very matter, they seem to think that 
Father Coccolo is going to take this meadow away from them in some 
underhand way and when asked by me how he could do that they have 
informed me that the Father will get the Chief and some of the Head 
Men together and enter into conversation with them on some matter 
and then ask them to sign a document which they do, thinking that it 
is pertaining to the matter under discussion when in reality it is 
dealing with some other gubdject entirely. I have informed them 
however that they need not fear of any procedure such as this, as the 
matter would be referred to me sooner or later when I would take it 
up in Council Meeting with the Bands concerned, ‘This explanation 
appeared to be satisfactory and there the matter stande.

I have to inform you that the Department has received 
e communication signed "Chief Isadore" whose address is given 
as the Stella Indian Reserve, B. CG. Our correspondent writes 
in part as follows: - 


"Some of the Indiens belonging to the Stella Band of 
Indians have heard that the Indian sohool at Fraser Lake 
intend to claim the Inéians' hay meadow near Seyasbunket 
Lake. 

“ALL the Indians from the Stella Band of Indians 
srrengiy object to let the school take the meadow. We ere 
depending on this meadow to feed our own cattle and we 
think that this meadow belongs to us Indians at Stella.” 


He also questions the right of the Fraser Lake Indian | 
Residential School to use the site which has been set apert 
for it. In this latter gonnection, we have former Indien Agent 
McAllen's letter of April 12, 1921, and a resolution signed by 
the Chief and Councillors of the Fraser Lake Band of Indians, 
Reserve No. 4, Seaspunket. However, 4t will be necessary to 
have your report concerning the quotation from thie Indian's 
letter. If the school purposes using more of the reserve than 
the 260 acres, or if the hay meadow referred to is not in 
their origina) parcel, you should clearly indicate the Rev. 
Principal's wishes.

I ehall be please’ to heve « further comauntication 
from you ae to what steps sare being taken by yourself 
end the etaff to see thet there ie no further danger 
to any of the pupils from the seme symptoms which 
appear to heave caused the death of the two boys 
mentioned by you. It is further noted that otherwise 
the general health of the pupile hae been good and 

thet the children have all been vaccinated. It is 
also noted that the school was closed for the summer 
holidays on the lst instant.

@ was Prefect of Studies and taught Primary and High School 
Classes under the State Board of Regents in the State of New York,, 
as well as being Superior of a large college conducted by the 
Church for the use of the Fathers, and located in Buffalo N.Y. He 
held thie position for 6 years.

Herewith I beg to submit the reports of our school for 
quarter ending June SU, 1952. 

HEALTH: 

The pupils' health has been very good. One case of gland- 
ular troubles and another of Tuberculosis were sent home with 
the hope that entire rest and outdoor life would be beneficial 
to them. Little sore eyes and ears promptly and const mbly 
attended were cured without having recourse to the doctor. 

CLASSROOM: 

Work in the classrooms is very satisfactory vith the new 
method of teaching with the new books suggested by the inspect-= 
or, making the studg interesting and easy for the pupils. 

The boys on the farm and gsrden have been helping in the 
seeding and planting, but the changeable weather with very 
Little rain is far from being favorable to the growth. 

Under the manual training instructor many useful articles 
have been made, besides the many repairs in the buildings. 

The girls are kept busy in the sewing room and with dom- 
estic science. 

The parents asking to have their children for tne first 
of July we decided to have the closing exercises on the 28th. 
of June. fhe hold@days to lest until the 15th of August. 

Many of the little ones will remain with us as on account of 
the general depression they could not expect much comfort at 
home. 

The children were all veccinated which was done shortly 
after their coming to school.

With the beginning of th® quarter, the health of the 
children wes at h&@h ebb with a very few minor illnesses 
such as colds, etc; and although the respective reser- 
vations in the community were affected with measles we 
fought a losing fight to keep the school immune to the 
@isease by not allowing visitors from any of the affecte 
ed camps. On Nov. 16th. we received our first introduction 
to the epidemic when two boys were ordered to bed having 
Contracted the measles in some manner unknown to us. 


up with the disease until about per cent of the pupils 
were in bed at one time. From then on the disease slack- 
ened until at the present time we are fortunate in having 
avery few in bed convalescing from the after-effects. 

No casualties can be blamed directly on the measles, 
thou gt we much regret the passing of one pupil, Buphrasia 
Louie, who passed away Nov. 20th. after being a pupil in 
the school for only-‘”months, From the time of her ad- 
mittance she was under observation due to an advanced tub- 
ercular condition and then, when she contracted mea sles, the 
odds were too much for her frail spirit to combat. 

Other indispositions are of a minor nature and receiv- 
ing careful attention are mending rapidly.

CLASSROOMS: 


Work in the classreomss had been progressing in very 
good order but with the developement of measles many 
children were inadvertently detained from attending 
Sessions with the unfortunate result that the studies 
were compslled to lag somewhat. 

Naturally, the work set out by the curriculum to 
be covered by Christmas cannot be Completed; but with 
resuming of full class again every effort is being made 
by the teaching staff to bring their respective grades 
up to the standard. 

Wheat work has been covered has been done in a thor- 
ough and conscientious manner both by the teachers and 
by the pupils,

MANUAL TRAINING: : 


Manual Training activities are again in progress with 
practical knowledge again the keynote of its studies. 

The boys are finding their work both interesting and 
helpful with a decided change in their attitudes towards 
their tasks. With the privileges of outlining and Plann- 
ing their work they feel the responsibility atteched there- 
to and endesvor to perform their tasks with care and pre- 
cision, 

A very noteworthy benefit derived from the system of 
“Practical Training” is the manner in which the children 
are taught and shown how to utilize odds and ends vhabh 
otherwise would have been a waste of material. Competite 
ion is a feature in the success of the system which will 
bear out lasting proof to the advisability of its intro- 
duc tion. 

The young ladies are as usual will stocked with duties 
to perform. Yheir household tasks of darning, knitting, 
sewing, etc. always ebound in plenty so that their time is 
well spent in caring for their own and the boys garments. 

The neatness and alacrity with which their tasks are 
performed have often been praised but not without just 
cause, 

The girls may also be hishly commended for the advan- 
cement made in the cooking department where every advante 
age is allowed them to learn the deeper secre 
culinary art.

With winter with us a in, work in the fields and other 
outside points has se Work is proceeding, however, 
along other lines in preparation for requirements for 
spring. The season§ is now admirable for procuring the 
necessary materials for fence repeirs and additions to 
same with the fact following that the men are kept const- 
antly employed getting out the timber needed. 

We are greatly pleased with the information recently 

eceived to the affect that our quests for @ new root 
cellar and piggery have met with the satisfaction of the 
Department and grants for same will be ellowed so thé 
erections can commence as soon as the weather conditions 
will permit, 

Estimates show thet required expenditure of between 
#2500 and $3000 will be ne ry to cover costs of both 
buildings but this will «i added storaze for our 1 
den produce and also additional room for hogs in the pigz- 
ery. The present iron from the burned ho ssty can be straight- 
ened and re-used but a new pen will have to be added to 
care for our increasing stock, 

At the request of Mr. Phelan, whose visit during the 
Summer proved so beneficial to us, we are again making an 
appeal in behalf of the childrens! Playhalls. wWhese quart- 
ers are in extremely poor condition and some aid is nece@sS- 
ary in order to put them into a shape suitable for rec- 
reation halls. In poor weather it is impossible to keep 
the youngsters outdoors while the dust arisins from the 
concrete floors ami collecting in poorly constructed 
Clothes presses makes the playhalls unbearable as well as 
impairing the health of the little ones,

This matter has on several occasions been referred to 
the Department and although Departmental visitors have 
acknowledged the necessity of some measure being taken 
nothing has ever been accomplished. The question has been 
taken up with many authorities on floors and it is the 
advice of these gentlemen that a good grade of Battleship 
Linoleum be used to combat the scource, 

We trust that the Department will take an interest in 
the foresoing request and give it some serious considerate 
jon. 

The school has lately been extremely fortunate in vro- 
curing 4 laree variety of reading material for the child- 
ren. The books were obtained from the anyox Community 
League at a very nominal sum coverings freicht and other 
Slight expenses. In this manner we hoped to associste 
the children with a wider range of wholesome and interest- 
ing literature. The children are making splendid use of 
the opportunity and becoming well acquainted with the 
various authors. 

Farm returns for the past quarter have been very sate 
isfactory and although during the winter months it is 
harder to keep up the summer stendard we, nevertheless, 
are making every endeavor to continue the «ood record, 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the 
Department for the many favors extended to us and in 
return assure the strict co-operation of the instite 
ution at all times.

Allow me to draw your attention to your letter of May 3rd., 1934 
file No» S-2-587 re an increase of pupilage at the Lejac School. 

As the time is nearing the completion of the fiscal year, I feel 
that the attention of the Department should be drawn to their promise 
of increased appropriation. 

At the present time the school is housing, at its own expense, a 
number of pupils over the allotted number. Other children, who should 
be receiving the schooling are remaining at home. Requests have been made 
for their entrance into the school but due to the heavy expense involved 
we have had to refuse them. The school is capable of housing 175 children 
and if the Department is in accord with oup wishes there is no reason why 
more ohtldgen should not be allowed the privileges afforded by the 
institution. 

I wish also to bring to the notice of the Department, the matter of 
& new root cellar for which, last April 17th. we asked a grant. 

At the present time we have not sufficient storage capacity for our 
vegetable crop even though after the Department's refusal to our request 
we did not produce the quantity intended. 

Unless some help is forthcoming this year we will again next year 
have to harvest a small crop which means that extra necessities will have 
to be pruchased as required and space allows. 

With the means of production with which the School is so well fitted, 
such steps appear ridiculous and I feel certain that in submitting their 
year's estimates for 1935-36 the Department will meet with no difficulty 
in procuring the necessary funds for a new root-cellar. 

Since the construction of the School and buildings some 12 years 
previous, they have never received a second coating of paint and the 
result of battling the weather conditions are very evident from all 
angles.s Every building, including the school roof, is very much in need 
of refreshing up and should receive the immediate attention of the 
Sopessneas so that the work may be commenced as early as possible in the 

ew Yeare 

It is estimated that 100 gallons of paint would be required to 
complete the work and I trust that the Department will give their 
consideration.

Commissioner MacKay:- I will read the evidence according to 
this report as given by you at Fort Fraser, B. C. on January 
4th, 1937, before Coroner C. Pitts, M.D. and jury enquiring 
into the death of four Indian Boys, Allen Patrick, Andrew 

H. Paul, Justa Maurice and John Michel Jack, pupils of Le Jac 
Indian Res. School and who left the School after 4:50 p.m. 
on January lst, 1957 for "Nautley” Indian Reserve. 
Commissioner MacKay reads the evidence. 


Commissioner:=- Is this your evidence? 
Witness;:- Yes. 


Commissioner:= Would it be difficult to search for lost or 
missing persons in that area? 


Witness:- No. There are three straight routes to travel; 
the Lake, the main road, and the railway. 


Commissioner:= When were you notified of the tragedy? 
Witness:- At 8:05 pem. January 2nd, 1957. 

Commissioner:~ When were the bodies found? 

Witness:=- At 5:30 p.m. on January 2nd. 

Commissioner:= Do you think the interval between the time the 
bodies were found and the time you were notified was 
unnecessarily long? 

Witness:- Wo. There could be good reasons for the delay. 
Commissioner:= How far did the children travel? 

Witness:- Approximately 7% miles. 

Commissioner:= How long would you say it look the children 

to travel the distance from the School to where their bodies 
were found? 

Witness: From 6 to 8 hours, probably the latter. The children 
were only little tots and would become fatigued after the first 
3 miles which they would probably make in less than 3 hours. 
The balance of the distance would take them longer. The longer 
they travelled the slower the pace and besides the walking was 
not easy. 

Commissioner:- What was the depth of mow on the lake? 


Witness:- Five inches, the part next to the ice was wet and 
slushy. 
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Commissioner:= You stated in your evidence the snow was 
packed for a radius of ten feet around where three of the 
bodies were found, what caused this? 


Witness:- The children were so fatigued they could not go 

on, and they trampled the snow around where they stood before 
they collapsed. 

Commissioner:- If a search party had been organized at 9:15 p.m. 
or as late as 10 p.m. on January lst, do you think the children 
could have been saved? 

Witness:- I certainly do. 

Commissioner:= When do you think the children died? 


Witness:- I would say around midnight on January lst, or later. 
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Witness: - Harry Paul, father of Andrew Paul, one of the four 
a school boys frozen to death on Fraser Lake. 

Place:- In the home of Louie George, Fraser Lake Band, Indian. 
Date:- March Srd, 1957. at Neutley I. Reserve. 


Commissioner MacKay:~- Your boy Andrew Paul was eight years old 
and attended school? 


Harry Paul:- Yes. 


Commissioner:- When was the first time you heard your boy was 
missing? 


Harry Paul:- January 2nd at 3 ofclock. 

Commissioner:- Who told you this? 

Harry Paul:<- The people here. 

Commissioner:=- What did you do then? 

Harry Paul:- I did not do anything. 

Commissioner:- When did you hear your boy was frozen to death? 
Harry Paul:- January 2nd between five and six o'clock. 
Commissioner:=- Did you go then to the lake? 

Harry Paul:- Yes 

Commissioner:- How was he lying on the ice? 


Harry Paul:- Face down. One boy on top crossways, my boy face 
down couple of feet away. 


Commissioner:= Was the snow tramped around? 

Harry Paul:- Yes, the boys had tramped the snow down. 
Commissioner:- Did your boy have heavy clothing on? 

Harry Paul:- No, just summer clothing. 

Commissioner:=- Had he a hat on? 

Harry Paul:- Wo hat and one rubber was missing and his foot bare. 
Commissioner:- Were the boys frozen hard?

Commissioner:~ They walked slowly? 

S. Patrick:- It was hard even for men te walk on the lake. 
Commissioner:= Was it cold? 


S. Patrick:= About 30 below. 
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Commissioner:=- Did your boy ever run away from the School 
before? 


S. Patrick:~- When he was a little boy and first went to the 
School another boy got him to run away with him. He was taken 
back and never ran away after that. 

Commissioner:=- Did he complain about the School? 

S. Patrick:- Yes, 

Commissioner:- Because he was punished, 

S. Patrick:- No, he did not like the School. 

Commissioner:- Do the teachers punish the children there? 

S. Patrick:- Most of the time. 

Commissioner:=— You were punished yourself. 

S. Patrick:- Yes. 

Commissioner:=- How were you punished? 

S. Patrick:~ With straps, sticks or anything. 

Commissioner:~ Do you mean you were strapped on the bare hands? 


S. Patrick:= Yes, we were strapped on the bare hands and some~- 
times they would take our pants down and give us a good licking. 


Commissioner:=- Were they very severe? 

S. Patrick:= Yes. 

Commissioner:= Who did the punishing? 

S. Patrick:=- The sisters did quite a lot of it. 


Commissioner:= Ys there any sister at the School now whom you 
knew who punished the children herself? 


S. Patrick:— Yes, Sister Michelas, punished too hard. She was 
my teacher at Fort St. James when I was at the School there. 


Commissioner;- If the School authorities had organised a search 
party at 9 or 10 ofclock do you think the boys could have been 
found and saved? 

S. Patrick:- Yes, I think so, 


Commissioner;- Do the School authorities usually wait long 
before starting to search for missing boys? 


S. Patrick:- Just the same when boys ran away when I was there. 


Commissioner;:- You think there is excessive punishment from 
time to time? 


S. Patrick:- Yes, I think so, 
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Witness:~ Charley Charley who first found the bodies of the 

Lt ok ovianomal four boys frozen on Fraser Lake. 

Place:- In the home of Louie George, Fraser Lake, Indian, 
at Nautley I. R. 

Date:~ March Srd, 1937. 


Commissioner MacKay:~ You live here? 

Charley Charley:- Yes. 

Commissioner:- When did you first hear the boys were missing? 
C. Charley:- I heard January 2nd when I got back about 3 or 4 p.y 
Commissioner:- Who asked you to go and search? 

C. Charley:- The boys parents. 

Commissioner:- Did Father McGrath speak to you? 

C. Charley:- No. Justa Morris boy want with me. I went by way 
of Gerhardi's place and then across the lake to Encombe. I 
picked up the tracks on the South side of the lake by the big 
point. I saw the tracks of four boys. The boy of Justa Morris 
was with me when I found them. 

Commissioner:- Three bodies together and one farther on? 

C. Charley:- Yes. 


Commissioner;:= You followed the tracks; Yes: Did they go 
straight? 


C. Charley:~ When I picked them up they went straight to the 
light that was at the Village. 


Commissioner;= They got to within half a mile from here? 
C. Charley:- Yes, half a mile from here. 
Commissioner;=- What was their course on the lake? 


C. Charley:- They came to the mouth of the river and it was 
open water and they turned back when they step in and get wet and 
they turn back to Beaumontts Beach and I find them about one 
quarter mile from there. I think they had all been in the 

water. They had tramped the snow down and scraped some away 

and put down sweater on ice then one lay on top of sweater and 
one on top of him and one close by and one 25 feet away. 


Commissioner:- How long would it take the boys to walk from the 
School to where you found them? 


C. Charley:- tI cannot tell that. tI think they would go about 
one mile an hour and it was about 7? miles. 


Commissioner;= If the School had started a search party at 9 
or 10 otclock do you think the boys would have been found alive? 
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Cc. Charley;- Yes. If they haa Sone and looked right away 
they could have found them easy but it was too late when they 
looked.

C. Charley:- wot me or anybody but Louie George was there, 
Commissioner: = Did he see the boys?

Commi ssioner;s~ When boys run away from the School do the School 
authorities take too long to leok for them? 


Cc. Charley:- Yes, they shoula search right away, they have a car,

ace:- In his home at Nautley Indian Reserve.

Commissioner MacKay:=- Were you at the School Near Year's Day? 
L. George:- Yes. 

Commissioner:- Who was with you? 

L. George:- My wife. 

Commissioner:- What time 41d you return? 


L. George:- I came back maybe three o'clock on the road. TI had 
my team. 


Commissioner:- What time did you leave the School? 
Le George:- About three o'clock. 

Commissioner;~ You saw the boys then at the School? 
L. George:- One boy there, all I see, Willie Allen. 
Commissioner:= At 3 o'clock? 

L. George:= Yes. 


Commissioner:- When you were at the School you just saw one of 
the boys? 


L. George:- Yes, just see one, I have no boy stop School now, 
I have girl there, I just go to see her. 


Commissioner; You did not talk to Allen Willie? 

Le George:- No, I did not talk to Allen Willie. 
Commissioner:= He did not ask to come with you? 

L. George:- No. 

Commissioner:- Were there many at the School from here? 
L- George:- Wot many, just us I think, 

Commissioner:= You did not pass anyone on the road? 

L. George:- No, no one, 


Commissioner:- Does your girl complain about the treatment at 
the School? How old is she? 


L. George:- About 9 years. She like the School. I like too. 
My boy out of School now like the School, he is 17 years old now. 


Commissioner;- Are the teachers good to the children? 


Le George:—- Good for my girl. Me think good for children 
go to School, 
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Commissioner:= Do the boys or girls complain that they are 
whipped? 


Le George:- No, they never do that. My boy run away one time. 
I take car next day and take back as soon as I find him. 


Commissioner:=- Was he whipped when he got back? 
Le George:- I can’t tell you that. He did not tell me. 


Commissioner:= How long do you think it would take the boys to 
get to where they were found from the time they left the school? 


L. George:- I do not know, It take long time. 

Commissioner:=- If Father McGrath had started to look for the 
boys at 9 or 10 otclock do you think he would have found the 
boys alive that night? 

L. George:- Maybe, I do not know, 

Commissioner:- How fast would the boys walk in that snow? 

L. George:= About one mile an hour, some boys run and are smart. 


Commissioner:= Have you anything against the School? 


L. George:- I like the School. My children like the School. 
They are treated very well. 
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Witness:- Mrs. Sylvester Patrick, mother of Allen Willie, one 
of the four boys frozen on Fraser Lake. 

Place:- In her own home as she was ill with influenza 

— at the time; Nautley Indian Reserve. 

Date:- March Srd, 1937. 


Commissioner MacKay:- Did you go to the Indian School? 


Mrs. 5S. Patrick:- Yes, I went to the Indian School when it was 
at Fort St. James before they moved it to Lejac. They did not 
treat us right there. We were punished at that school Some- 
times they whipped us by hand, sometimes by stick on hands, 
sometimes by eight inch strap about 50 times on each hand. 

Even when we just smiled at one of the boys they gave us that 
much. 


Commissioner:~ Was the food all right? 


Mrs. S. Patrick:- Sometimes we ate worms in the meat, just 
beans sometimes and sometimes just barley. 


Commissioner;= Did your boy complain about punishment any 
time? 


Mrs. S. Patrick:- Lots of times they punish him and some times 
he nearly run away. 


Commissioner:= Did he run away? 

Mrs. S. Patrick:- First time he run away with other boy. 
Commissioner:=- Did he like the School? 

Mrs. S. Patrick:- Yes, he liked it. 


Commissioner;= Does this little girl (referring to a sister of 
the deceased Allen Willie) say that the teacher punishes her? 


Mrs. S. Patrick:- Yes. My teacher made my back very big and 
punished me on my back. 


Commissioner:=- Did you like School? 


Mrs. S. Patrick:=- I would rather stay at home than at School. 
One time we talked Indian in our own language and the Sister 
said we had to talk English all the time and she make us take 
down our drawers and she strap us on backside with big strap. 
Sister Josephine was the Sister who did this. 


Commissioner:- Have you heard other complaints about the School? 


Mrs. S. Patrick:-— I heard lots of complaints they kick them and 
everything. 
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Witness:- Rev. Dobson of the United Church at Fort Fraser, 
B. Ce Mr. Dobson was a member of the Coroner's 
jury investigating the deaths of the four boys 
frozen to death on Fraser Lake.

Commissioner MacKay:- You were a member of the Coroner's Jury? 
Witness:- Yes. 


Commissioner:- Reads the first clause of the findings of the 
Jury and asked “How did you arrive at this decision"? 


Witness:- Considering the evidence which came out we felt that 
we could not attach any criminal blame to any particular persons. 


Commissioner:- Reads the second clause:- How did you arrive at 
this decision? 


Witness:- I do not think we have given an unfair decision in 
any way although most people now seem to say that we should have 
attached more blame than we did. There have been quite a 

number of cases of children running away. The feel ng of the men 
in the Jury was that we could not attach direct blame to any 
party but we felt that there had been laxity in certain ways. 

We added the riders to direct attention to this in order that 
conditions at the school might be bettered. 


Commissioner:- Reads Clause 3 - "What form of co-operation was 
in the mind of the Jury"? 


Witness:~ When Father McGrath came next day about noon he wanted 
the mother of the child to tell him where the child was as he 
considered that she had hidden him and did not want to turn him 
over. That did not look like a very good understanding between 
the parents and the Principal. 


Commissioner:= Did you refer to this intentionally? 


Witness;:- They were speaking generally, I think. They were not 
thinking of this particular event but this is the one that 
brought it to a climax. 


Commissionerzye In your opinion should the authorities at the 
School have taken more aggressive action than they did and 
earlier than they did? 


Witness:- Yes, quite definitely so, 


Commissioner:- Reads the cleuse re excessive corporal punish- 
ment:= “What did they mean by this"? 


Witness:- TI understand the girls get along very well but they 
have considerable trouble with the boys. Some of the Indians 
think the boys get too much punishment. Father McGrath was 
Supposed to be the Principal but did not seem to have full 
authority and had to pamper the children with kindness and nice 
things. I think the Principal should have a free hand to run 
the School. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- What did the white people think about 
the action taken by the School? 


Witness; (Rev. Dobson) - The white people were very strong in 
their condemnation of the School. I think myself they have a 
most difficult situation to handle. The people generally think 
we were not severe enough. 

Commissioner:+ Has the situation died down now? 

Witness:= Well, the Indians still talk but the white people 
here being most Protestant and being situated at a considerable 
distance from the Indian Sehool are not very much interested in 
that School. The white people close to the School at Praser Lake 
would probably be talking more about it. There are no outstand- 
ing men among the white people locally who would bother to take 
any part in demanding any further investigation as they are not 
sufficiently interested. 


Commissioner:- Are you of the opinion that any good purpose 
could be served by a Judicial Inquiry? 


Witness:- That would be rather hard to answer. I have not been

Sister Superior:- With the School since its foundation 1917 
(Fort St. James) and after at Fraser Lake since it opened here 
in 1920. 

Commissioner:- What is your position here? 


S. Superior:- Sister Superior in charge of the Sisters and all 
the work done by them in control of the children. 


Commissioner:- How many teachers in the School? 

S. Superior:- Four teachers, all Sisters, 

Commissioner:- What grades were the boys, who perished, in? 

S. Superior;- 3 in the primary; 1 in the Kindergarten. 
Commissioner:- Were you present and in charge on New Year'ts Day? 
S. Superior:- Yes. 

Commissioner:- Who was the teacher in charge on New Year's Day? 
S. Superior:- There was no school session on New Year's Day. 
Commissioner:- Who taught the children prior to Christmas? 

S. Superior:- Sister Noella. 

Commissioner:- Did you know the boys? 

S. Superior:- Yes. 

Commissioner:- Were they well behaved children? 

S. Superior:- Yes, very well behaved; they were nice. 


Gommissioner:~ Does the teacher of the class punish children when 
found necessary? 


S. Superior:- For three or four years no punishment was admin- 
istered by the Sisters; the boys were punished those years by the 
disciplinarians. The girls are punished by the Sisters. This 
punishment consists of strapping on the hands. 


Commissioner:= Was there excessive discipline prior to the 
tragedy? 


S. Superior:- For one year there was practically no discipline 
with the result the boys did what they liked. 


Commissioner:- Do you remember seeing the boys on New Year's Day? 


S. Superior:- Yes. I saw the boys on New Year's Day. One of them, 
Johnny Michel came to the Office. He came for candy, this was at 
4PM, 
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Commissioner MacKay:= Did you know the boys had asked Bishop 
Coudert for permission to visit Nautley Reserve? 


S. Superior:- No. I did not. 

Commissioner:= When did you see the children last? 

S. Superior:- I did not see them after 4 p.m. 
Commissioner:- When did you notice the children's absence? 
Ss. Superior:- I was informed of their absence at 6:50 p.m. 
Commissioner:- By whom? 

S. Superior:- By Sister Noella. 


Commissioner:=- You did not see them having their lunch at 
4:30. 


S. Superior:- No. I did not. 
Commissioner:- When did Sister Noella notice their absence? 


S. Superior:- At 6 p.m. for she was in charge of the dining 
room. 


Commissioner:- When you were informed the boys were missing 
what did you do? 


S. Superior:- I found the Father in charge of the boys and 
asked him if he knew the children were missing. 


Commissioner:= What did Father Marsigny say? 


S. Superior:- I know they are missing, they asked and obtained 
permission from the Bishop to go. 


Commissioner:=- What time was this? 

S. Superior:- About 6:30. 

Commissioner:=- Father McGrath was then at the School? 
S. Superior:- Yes. 

Commissioner: Did you know he was? 

S. Superior:- Yes, I must have known. 


Commissioner:- Did you inform Father McGrath the boys were 
missing? 


S. Superior:- No. I did not for I understood they had 
permission to leave. 


Commissioner:- When did you see Father McGrath to discuss the 
matter with him? 


S. Superior:- Next morning about 10 otclock. Father McGrath 
appeared worried. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- When did you find out the children did 
not have permission to leave? 


Sister Superior:- About 8:50 P.M. 
Commissioner:- Who so informed you? 

S. Superior:- Bishop Coudert. 
Commissioner:- What did Bishop Coudert say? 


S. Superior:- He said Father MeGrath should know and I pre- 
sume he then informed him; this would be about 8:50 p.m. 


Commissioner:=- Did you take any steps to find the boys then or 
offer any suggestions as to what should be done? 


S. Superior:- The boys were not satified, they wanted to go home. 

Commissioner;- That is not answering the question -- Did you 
take any steps to find the boys or offer any 
suggestions as to what should be done? 

S. Superior:=- No, I thought the Bishop and Father McGrath would 

do what was necessary. If it had been girls I might have been 

more concerned. 


Commissioner:=- Do you know if any or all of the boys who perished 
complained of the treatment received at the School? 


S. Superior:- No, the boys did not complain, they had no reason 
to complain. 


Commissioner:=- Had any of these boys been punished during the 
time they attended the School? 


S. Superior:= I am sure they were not. 

Commissioner:- Considering the circumstances, have you anything 
to say as to what should have been done when the Bishop and Act~- 
ing Principal knew the boys were missing? 


S. Superior:- The Bishop and Father McGrath thought they would 
reach home safely. 


Commissioner:=- What was the depth of snow? 
S. Superior:= I could not say. 


Commissioner;:= What was the temperature and was there a strong 
wind? 


S. Superior:= I do not know what the temperature was. There 
was not a strong wind. 


Commissioner:- Who was in charge when the Acting Principal was 
absent? 


S. Superior:- The Bishop. 


Commissioner:- Is there any Church regulation as to who takes 
charge when the Principal or Acting Principal is absent? 


S. Superior:- I cannot answer that question for I do not know, 
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Commissioner MacKay:- How often was the Acting Principal absent? 


Sister Superior:- Nearly every Sunday, but always present 
during the week. 


Commissioner:- Was there.excessive corporal punishment immediate- 
ly prior to the tragedy? 


S. Superior:= Not to these boys. Other runaways were punish- 
ed by strappings but Father McGrath was present each time and 
counted the strappings. 


Commissioner:= Was there any definite rule as to who took 
charge in the absence of the Principal? 


S. Superior:= I do not know. 


Commissioner:=- Are individual teachers allowed to administer 
corporal punishment at will or must the case go to the Principal? 


S. Superior:=- The teacher refers the case to me and for minor 
offences I instruct the teacher as to the punishment to be 
administered and for major offences I refer the case to the 
Principal. 


Gommissioner:- If the offence is serious who administers the 
punishment? 


S. Superior:- I do to the girls and the disciplinarians do 
to the boys. 


Commissioner:= What does the punishment consist of? 


S. Superior:<- The strap for major offences - on the hands and 
on the backside when they run away. 


Commissioner:~ Has each boy a separate place for his clothes? 


S. Superior:- Yes, a peg to hang clothes on and a box for their 
shoes. 


Commissioner:=- Where is this? 
S. Superior:- In their play hall. 
Commissioner:- Who first discovered the boys were missing? 


S. Superior:- Sister Noella. 
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Witness:- Sister Noella, Age 23 yrs; teaching since last Sept. 


Place:— Le Jac Indian Res. School 
March 2nd, 1937.

Commissioner MacKay:- How long have you been at this School? 
S. Noella:- I have been here for 2 years. 
Commissioner:- What Grades are you in charge of? 
S. Noella:- Grades 1 and 2. 
Commissioner:- How many of the boys who perished were under you? 
Witness:~- Three. Allen Benoit Willie (Patrick step father) 
9 years old. 
Andrew H. Paul - 8 years old. 
Maurice Justa - 8 years old, 


Commissioner;:- Were these children healthy and normal 
physically and mentally? 


Witness;- They were healthy. 

Commissioner:- Were these children well behaved? 

Witness;- Yes they were well behaved in the classroom and 
elsewhere where I had charge of them that is, in the dining 
room and dormitory. 


Commissioner;= Were any of these children punished by you or to 
your knowledge? 


Witness;- Not to my knowledge nor did I punish any of them. 
Commissioner:= Did any of these children run away before? 
Witness:- Maurice Justa ran away the year before. 
Commissioner:= How long was he away? 

Witness:- He was found and brought back the same day. 


Commissioner;- When offences are committed, do you punish 
the children or do you refer the cases to the Sister Superior? 


Witness; JI always refer the case to the Sister Superior. 
Commissioner:= What does punishment for offences consist of? 
Witness;~ The strap. 


Commissioner:- When the offence is considered serious who 
administers punishment? 


Witness;- The Sister Superior. I have had no case which Tf 
would consider a serious offence. 


Commissioner:- Tt has been suggested that there was excessive 
corporal punishment? 


Witness:~ I know nothing of this. I mve not seen or heard of 
corporal punishment since I have been here, 


Commissioner;= Who was in charge of the dining room at 6 p.m.? 


Witness:- I was. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- When did you first notice the boys were 
absent? 


Witness (S. Noella):- Approx. at 6:10 Poem. 
Commissioner:= What did you do then? 

Witness;~ After the boys who were eating left the dining 
room I informed the sister Superior the boys were missing; 
this would be about 6:20 Pom. 


Commissioner:= Have you heard complaints by the children 
regarding treatment at the School? 


Witness:- Wo. TI haventt, 
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Witnesses Sister Cecile; age 25 years.

Commissioner:= Was this boy normal physically and mentally? 
Witness:- Yes, he seemed to be. 

Commissioner:- Was this child well behaved? 

Witness:- Yes, he was a good boy. 


Commissioner:= Did you ever find it necessary to punish or 
report for punishment this ehild? 


Witness:- I don't remember ever having punished him. I never 
reported him for punishment. 


Commissioner:=- Did this boy run away at any time? 
Witness;= No - this was his first year. 


Commissioner:= When offences are committed do you punish the 
children under your charge? 


Witness:- Yes. 
Commissioner:= What does punishment consist of? 


Witness;= Stand them in the corners for a few minutes and keep 
them after school. 


Commissioner:- For serious offences? 
Witness:- I use the strap. 


Commissioner:=- Are they punished in the presence of other 
children? 


Witness;~- Sometimes. 
Commissioner:- What do you consider a serious offence? 
Witness:= Defiant disobedience. 


Commissioner;- Would you refer a case of this kind to the 
Sister Superior? 


Witness;:~ Yes. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- It has been suggested that the boys who 
perished were subjected to excessive corporal punishment. 


Witness (S.Cecile):- I never found occasion to punish this boy. 


Commissioner:= Has there been excessive corporal punishment to 
your knowledge? 


Witness:- No, not to my knowledge. 
Commissioner:= When did you first learn the boys were missing? 


Witness:~ At about 7:30 on January lst, 1957. Sister 
Michelas informed me.

Commissioner:- When permission is given, the children would not 
be considered missing. 


Witness:= JI supposed permission had been given. 


Commissioner;= Do you recall seeing Father McGrath at 5 otclock 
or between 5 - 6 otclock? 


Witness:+ He was probably here but I do not recall having seen 
him. 
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Commissioner:= Did you aiscuss the absence of the children 
with Father McGrath or any member of the staff on the evening 
of January lst. 

Witness:= The matter was discussed at supper. 

Commissioner:=- Father McGrath would be present? 

Witness:- No- 

Commissioner:~ Was Bishop Coudert there? 

Witness:-  Yese 


Commissioner:- Do you recall how the Bishop expressed himself 
when the absenee of the children was being discussed? 


Witness:- The Bishop was convinced then that the boys had gone 
away with the other Indians. 


Commissioner:= Did you discuss the matter with Father McGrath 
that night? 


Witness:- No. 


Commissioner;# Do you know if the children were contented and 
happy at the School? 


Witness:~ Yes - they were contented - They may have been upset 
when permission to go home was refused especially when permission 
had been granted to others. 

Commissioner;- You knew the children? 

Witness:= Yes. 

Commissioner;- Were they normal physically and mentally? 
Witness:~- Yes. 

Commissioner:- Were they well behaved? 


Witness;- Yes. 


Commissioner:= Have there been any runaways while you have 
been here? 


Witness:;< Two or three times. 
Commissioner:- Were these punished on their return? 


Wituess:- Yes. The punishment wasn't always the same and not 
necessarily corporal punishment. 


Commissioner;= What was the temperature on January lst and 2nd.? 
Witness:- I don't remember. 


Commissioner;:- Is thez usually a delay in organizing a search 
for missing boys? 


Witness:- Search begins at once. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- Do you know why there should have been 
such a delay on this occasion? 


Witness (Father Marsigny):- The conviction they were with the 
Indians. 


Commissioner;~ Why did Father McGrath delay search until the 
morning of the 2nd January? 


Witness:= I do not know. 
Commissioner;- Is it a usual custom to do this? 


Witness;- This is the only case in my experience where there 
was a delay. 


Commissioner:- What justification was there for the delay? 


Witness:- Because their absence was noted when the visiting 
Indians were leaving for home. 


Commissioner:=- Assuming that a search party had been organized 
when Father McGrath was informed could the boys have been 
recovered and saved? 

Witness:- TI am not in a position to answer the question. 
Commissioner:- If a search party had been organized at 6:15 p.m. 
January lst, could the boys have been found and their lives 
saved? 

Witness:- Yes, if this had been done. 

Commissioner:- You are not now a disciplinarian? 

Witness:- Not in the same way as before. 

Commissioner;=- When was the change made? 


Witness;:- On arrival of Father Byrne Grant. 
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Witness;= Patrick Joseph Corcoran, age Sl years, 
ce:= Le Jac, B. c. 
Date:— March 2nd, 1937. 


Commis sioner MacKay:=- How long have you been at this School? 
Witness (P.J.Corcoran) ;- Since 1931, 


Commissioner; What were your duties at the time of the 
tragedy? 


Witness;~ Chauffeur and postmaster, 
Commissioner: ~ What are your duties now? 

Witness;~ Disciplinarian and postmaster, 

Commissioner; ~ What are your duties as disciplinarian? 
Witness;- fo take charge of the boys. 

Commissioner:-« When? 


Witness: when they are not in the classroom, chapel or 
dormitory. 


Commissioner;~ Now please answer the question more fully, 
What are your duties as disciplinarian? 


Witness;~ (1) Supervise the conduct of the boys while at 
Play and work. 
Allocate the different duties to each boy. 
See that they are properly clothed, 
Punishment for offences, 
See that the boys wash and have regular baths, 


Commissioner:.~ When do you Punish the boys» 
Witness:~ when instructed to do 80 by the Principal. tf am also 
at liberty to punish for such offences as defiant disobedience 
On the spot without reference to the Principal who is immediate-

Commis sioner;< How long have you been disciplinarian? 

Witness:- 1931 to 1935 and since about the l0th of January, 1937, 
Commissioner;~ What does your punishment consist of? 

Witness;~ Strokes with the regulation strap on the hands and 
Silence for general punishment for a sroup of boys for from 10 
to 15 minutes. 


Commissioner;~ Have you had Occasion to use the strap other than 
on the hands? 


Witness;~ In former years, Yes, 
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Commissioner MacKay:- Are methods of punishment provided 
for in School regulations? 


Witness (P.J.Corcoran):=- I do not know of any written rules 
but it is the established custom of the School. 


Commissioner;- When is excessive corporal punishment admin- 
istered? 


Witness:—- For immoral conduct and running away. 
Commissioner:= What does this consist of? 


Witness;:- Ten or twelve strokes of the strap on the bare 
posterior. 


Commissioner:- Before anyone? 


Witness:- Yes, before the pupils and in the presence of the 
Principal. 


Commissioner:=- Is excessive corporal punishment administered 
without the knowledge or consent of the Principal? 


Witness;:- Not now. 

Commissioner:=- In Father McGrath's time? 
Witness:- No. 

Commissioner:- Before Father McGrath's time? 


Witness;- Yes, in Father Cocolats time = We informed him 
afterwards; that was during 1931 - 1932 - 1935. 


Commissioner;= When did you first hear the dead boys were 
missing? 


Witness:- January 2nd at 9 a.m. 
Commissioner:- Who informed you? 


Witness:- Bishop Coudert informed me that Father McGrath wanted 
me in the office as he was sending me after the four boys. 


Commissioner;:- What did Father McGrath say to you? 

Witness:- He told me that 4 boys had run away the day before 
and he had not been notified until between 9 and 10 that night. 
He instructed me to get my car and go after them. 
Commissioner;- Where did he tell you to go? 

Witness:=< To Fort Fraser Indian Village. 

Commissioner:- Did Father McGrath appear anxious? 

Witness;- Yes, he was quite anxious. 


Commissioner:- What did you do then? 


Witness:- [I told Father McGrath I would go immediately after 
the mail which was 34 hours late tanta. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- Did Father McGrath express fears as to 
the children's safety? 


Witness (P.J.Corcoran):- They were very young and because of 
this he was somewhat concerned. 


Commissioner:= When did you leave for Fort Fraser? 

Witness;- About 1 P.M. January 2nd, 1937. 

Commissioner:;= You did not find them at Fort Fraser? 

Witness:- Wo. 

Commissioner;:=- What did you do then? 

Witness:- I returned to the School and informed Father McGrath, 
the mother of Allen Benoit Willie, suggested the children might 
be at Stella I. R. with their uncle. I proceeded to Stella 
accompanied by Father McGrath and Father Murphy. The chief 
informed us the children were not there. 

Commissioner;:- What did you do then? 

Witness;- TI returned to Fort Fraser, Father McGrath and 

Father Murphy accompanied me. We met Allen Benoit Willie's 
mother and the father of one of the other boys who assured Father 
McGrath the boys were not being hidden.

Witness:~ Charlie Charlie at 5:30 p.m 


Commissioner:- Who have you recognized as in charge of the 
School in the absence of the Principal or Acting Principal? 


Witness:~ It seemed to be the Bishop. 


Commissioner:- Were any of these children punished immediate- 
ly prior to their departure? 


Witness;:- No, not to my knowledge.

Commissioner:- In your experience with them were they well 
behaved? 


Witness:- Yes; they were good boys.

Commissioner:= You have had experience in going after missing 
boys before? 


Witness:- Yes. 


Commissioner:- When the boys asked for permission to leave 
the School it was understood they wanted to go to Nautley I.R. 


Witness;:=- Yes. 
Commissioner:=~ Permission was refused by the Bishop? 
Witness:=- Yes. 


Commissioner;= How deep was the snow on the lake the way the 
boys t ravelled? 


Witness:- I would imagine about 6 or 8 inches. 


Commissioner:=- You have had a lot of experience with small 
children walking in the snow? 


Witness:- Yes; quite a little bit. 

Commissioner:= How long would you estimate it took them to 
cover the distance between the School and where the bodies 
were found? 

Witness:- It is difficult to say - I wouldn't like to say. 
Commissioner:=- What was the temperature? 

Witness;- I could not say. 


Commissioner:- When children are reported missing is there 
usually a delay in organizing a search party? 


Witness;- Wo, as soon as we find out they have gone we go 
right after them. This means day or night; I have gone without 
meals to go after them. 
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Commissioner MacKay:- Do you know why there should have been 
such a delay on this occasion? 


Witness (P.J.Corcoran):- No I don't - I feel sure had Father 
McGrath known I would have been after them right away.

Commissioner:- Father McGrath knew at 9:15/the children were 
missing. Do you know why he did not send and ask you to 
arrange to search for them then? 


Witness;:- Wo. I do not know. 


Commissioner:- Is it the usual custom at the School when 
children are missing irrespective of age of children and 
weather conditions to allow overnight interval to elapse 
before making a search? 


Witness:- Wo. This is the first time I know of that it has 
ever oécurred. 


Commissioner;~ What justification had Acting Principal 
McGrath for assuming the children had left with friends? 


Witness:~ There were a number of Indians around that day with 
whom they might have gone. 


Commissioner:« Are not visiting Indians seen as they come in 
and ae they go out or are they allowed to come in and go out 
at will? 


Witness;= They have been allowed to do that in the past but 
are not always seen when they come in or go out. 


Commissioner:~ Assuming that it was not definitely known 
whether or not these children were warmly clad what reason 
can be given for not making an immediate search, whether the 
children were supposed to be with friends or not? 


Witness:- It was such a short distance and there were such a 
number of Indians around. 


Commissioner:- Do you consider the distance between this School 
and the Nautley I. R. a short distance for children of such 
ages to travel and under the prevailing weather conditions? 


Witness;:- I would not consider this a great distance - We did 
not think of them travelling by the lake. 


Commissioner:- Would a search in the snow about the School 
shore line boundaries immediately their absence was discovered 
have revealed tracks showing which way the children had gone? 


Witness:- It is difficult to say. 

Commissioner:= If a search party had been organized when the 
boys were first missed so as to cover the routes to Nautley 

I. Re (that is by the Lake, the road and the railway) simul tane- 
ously do you think the boys could have been saved? 

Witness:- Yes; I do, 


This question was also asked of Mr. Anderson who 
answered in the affirmative.

Commissioner:=< You are of the opinion, Doctor, the children 
died on the ice before midnight on January lst, 19377

Commissioner;- What are your reasons for so thinking? 


Witness:= Well, it is difficult for me to say whether they 
actually died before midnight on January lst. It looked as 
if two had been sitting resting then had fallen back on their 
backs. The third was lying down on his face across one of the 
bodies of the first two. - The fourth was 50 feet away lying 
on his face.

Witness ;- Yes. 

Commissioner:- Have you heard from any authoritative source 
that excessive corporal punishment was administered at the 
School?

Commissioner:- Have you any reason to believe from your 
examination of the children that severe punishment was ad- 
ministered? 


Witness:- No. Not to these 4 boys, or others.

Commissioner MacKay:- Paul, did you leave the School for 
Nautley I. Re with the 4 boys who lost their lives on Fraser

Witness:- I go with other boys after I get lunch. 
Commissioner:= Did you ask the Bishop if you could go? 
Witness:~- Yes, but he said No.

Witness:- Down to tracks (Railway), we walk along track to 
place up there and boys want to go on lake, me no like to go 
on lake and boys go and I come back.

Commissioner MacKay:- Do you know if excessive corporal 
punishment has been administered in this School? 


Witness (Father Grant):- I understand severe strappings have 
been given.

Witness: J cannot say positively for of course I wasn't here, 
but I have information to the effect that boys and girls were 
punished somewhat severely before my arrival. 


Commissioner:- Do you know what the punishment Mainly con- 
sisted of? 


Witness:- Strappings on the bare hands, legs and posterior. 


Commissioner;= Would this take place after the Acting Principal 
had been informed and with his approval and before him. 


Witness:- Ohs’ yes, I would think so, 
Commissioner:= What methods of punishment are now in force? 


Witness:- I have made changes, corporal punishment will not be 
given unless approved by me and only then in cases of immoral- 
ity or serious cases of misconduct - Indeed, we will operate 
in this regard along the lines of the provincial public schools. 


Commissioner:~- Do you think Father McGrath had sufficient 
authority as acting principal? 


Witness:~ J think he could have taken it. The situation was 
complicated, Father McGrath couldn't speak French and the 
French Diseiplinarians would naturally refer to the Bishop. 


Commissioner:« Where does your responsibility begin and end 
in so far as the student body is concerned? 


Witness;:- That is a difficult question to answer. 
Commissioner:- Do you know? 


Witness:~ My personal opinion is that we are responsible for 
their safe keeping while they attend School. 


Commissioner:= Does your responsibility extend beyond the 
boundaries of the School in a case of absence with or without 
permission?

Witness;~- I understand that is correct - It was a mistake, Mr. 
Moore should have been notified as soon as possible after the 
children's absence was discovered.

On February 18th. I received the following telegraphic 
communication, "Understand there is local feeling over tragedy 
whereby four Indian boys perished at Le Jac School New Years 
Day. Please investigate fully as soon as possible", signed 
Harold W. McGill. 

Pursuant to these instructions I left Victoria on 
February 22nd. and, after dealing with certain departmental 
matters in Vancouver, proceeded by way of the P.G.E, Railway, to 
Quesnel and thence by motor car to Prince George, Vanderhoof 
and Le Jac. According to pre-arrangement Indian Agent Moore 
met me at Prince George and on Sunday, February 28th., we journ- 
eyed together to Vanderhoof where the agency headquarters are 
located, 

As this was my first trip to the Stuart Lake Agency I 
spent the following day with Mr. Moore discussing agency matters 
in general and elso called on Provincial Constable Jennings, 
Provincial Game Warden Brown and Road Foreman Parks, of whom I 
asked certain questions in connection with the main purpose of 
my visit to the district. About noon on March 2nd. accompanied 
by Mr. Moore and Mr. Lacey, Agency Clerk, I arrived at Le Jac 
Indien Residential School, having been somewhat delayed enroute 
from Vanderhoof owing to the heavy snows which had drifted to 
considerable depths along parts of the road, The Principal, 
Rev. Father Bryne-Grent, O0.M.I., met us at the entrance to the 
school and extended a kindly welcome. After informing the 
Reverend Principal of the purpose of my visit, the first intim-

ation he had received to my knowledge, he proceeded to make 
arrangements for setting aside the necessary accommodation for 
our requirements. 

The Le Jac Indian Residential School is an imposing 
brick structure of pleasing design standing on a gentle north- 
erly slope and a few hundred feet southerly from the mid-south 
shore line of Fraser Lake, a clear view of a large part of which 
can be obteined from the school premises. The bricks used in 
the construction of the school were made on the ground from the 
soil of the Reserve property. The right-of-wey of the Canadian 
National Railways passes through the school grounds approximately 
midway between the school itself and the aforementioned shore 
line, while the main highway, easterly to Vanderhoof and westerly 
to the community of Fraser Lake, passes a few hundred yards higher 
up the slope to the south of the school. Much of the acreage of 
the school property is under cultivation, the returns from which 
I understand are quite satisfactory; the water supply is abundant 
and of good quality. 

The location of this echool is a suitable one from the 
point of view of centrality, transportation facilities and soil 
and water advantages, end indicates much careful thought and study 
on the part of those responsible for the choice of the premises 
for this institution, 

The purport of your telegram could be taken to indicate 
that the investigation should be confined to ascertaining the 
extent of the local feeling existing as a result of the tragedy 
whereby four pupils of the Le Jac School perished, but after 


careful thought, I decided to place a broader interpretation on 
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3. 
your instructions and proceed along lines which would, if 
possible, amplify the evidence already before the Department 
and more definitely determine the underlying ceuses which led 
up to the loss of the four children. 

Before opening the investigation I had a short talk 
with the Rev. Principal when I informed him that I wished to 
call separately, certain members of his staff for examination 
and, principally those who were members of the staff prior to 
his arrival and assumption of the principalship. After con- 
sulting with the Sister Superior, Father Grant consented to this 
procedure but requested, on behalf of the Sister Superior, that 
she be permitted to be present when the Sisters were being 
questioned, to this I agreed. 

I was surprised and disappointed on opening the inquiry 
to find that Bishop Coudert together with Father McGrath, Acting 
Principal at the time of the tragedy, and Disciplinarian Donze 
were not available for examination. Bishop Coudert was on a 
visit to the reserves in the western part of the agency, Father 
McGrath had gone to Baker City, Washington, immediately after 
the arrival of Father Bryne-Grant at Le Jac on January 7th. and 
Disciplinarian Donze was in the Hazelton area on missionary work 
to which he had been transferred early in January. It will be 
recalled that Father McGrath and Disciplinarian Donze gave 
evidence before the Coroner's jury at Fraser Lake on January 4th. 
but Bishop Coudert was in the western part of his diocese at 
this time and was not availablie to give evidence. The witnesses 
examined by me were, Provincial Constable Jennings of Vanderhoof, 


Indian Harry Paul, Indian Sylvester Patrick, Indian Charley 
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Charley, Indian Louie George, Indian (Mrs) Sylvester Patrick, 
Rev. Mr. Dobson, United Church Minister, Fort Fraser; Sister 
Superior Josephine, Sister Noella, Sister Cecile, Father 
Marsigny, Patrick Joseph Corcoran, Brother Anderson, Dr. C. 
Pitts, Fraser Lake, Paul Alex (Indian Boy), and Rev. Father 
Bryne-Grant O.M.I. 

The evidence discloses that five boys, Allen Patrick 
aged 9, Andrew H. Paul aged 8, Justa Maurice aged 6, John 
Michel Jack aged 7 and Peul Alex aged 10 left the school with- 
out permission on the afternoon of Jenuary lst., between 4.30 
and 5 o'clock. Earlier in the day Bishop Coudert, who was in 
charge during the absence of Acting Principal McGrath had re- 
fused permission to these boys to visit Nautley Indian Village 
because of their age and the sub zero weather conditions. 
Father Donze before the Coroner's jury inquiring into the 
tragedy, stated he saw the boys at 4 P.M. on January lst., and 
it is therefore safe to assume the children waited for their 
afternoon lunch, which on this particular dey wes not served 
until 4.30 P.M., before they left the school. 

The children were not in their places for the evening 
meal at 6 o'clock and their absence was noticed and reported 
to the Sister Superior immediately by Sister Noella who was in 
charge of the diningroom at the time. The Sister Superior 
communicated this information to Father Marsigny who, is report- 


ed to have stated in reply, "I know they are missing, they asked 


and obtained permission from the Bishop to go"; Father Marsigny 


disclosed in his evidence that the latter part of this state- 


ment was based on supposition and he also gave the time when he 


Indian Affairs.

was first informed of the children's absence as 6 P.M. It is 
important here to note that although Father MeGrath, the Acting 
Principal had returned to the school about 5 P.M. and was known 
to be in the school, and was therefore actually in charge, no 
attempt was made to inform him of the children's absence and, 
in this, is quite definitely indicated that lack of cooperation 
in the administration of the school which can be accepted as 
one of the contributing causes of the tragedy. 

On leaving the school the five children went straight 
down to the railway tracks which they followed easterly for 
about one mile to a point where the shore line of Fraser Lake 
breaks in close to the railway right-of-way, here four of the 
children decided to strike across the lake in the direction of 
the Village, the fifth, Paul Alex eldest of the group, not 
wishing to go on the lake nor continue the journey along the 
tracks alone, decided to return to the school where he arrived 
before the close of the evening meal. The course on the lake 
followed by the four boys was fairly direct up until they en- 
countered open water at the outlet of Fraser Lake, a distance 
of ebout 5 miles, this open water the children attempted to 
ford but finding the depth too great were compelled to crawl 
back on the solid ice, To turn back when so close to the north 
shore of the lake within sight of the Village and sefety, must 
have been tremendously disappointing and sorely discouraging 
to already greatly fatigued children and the added discomfort 
of wet and freezing clothing agerevated a situation which had 
pecome desperate. Resuming the journey from the open water in 


a south easterly direction, the children with great difficulty 
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reached a point on the lake approximately one quarter of a 
mile from Beaumonts Beach, The snow at this point was found 
to have been trampled over a small area and in places brushed 
aside by the children indicating they were neering the point 
of exhaustion and unable to go on, wanted to rest; it was here 
they collapsed and died and their frozen bodies were found by 
Indian Charley Charley at 5.30 P.M. on January 2nd. The total 
distance covered by the children would be approximately eight 
miles and the time taken to reach the spot where their bodies 
were found is estimated at seven hours; on this basis it is 
concluded the children perished at midnight on January lst. 
or there-after, or between seven and eight hours after they 
left the school. 

The delay in informing Acting Principal MeGrath of 
the absence without permission of the children was a very 
serious and costly omission, quite inexcusable and cannot be 
explained away by weak assumptions nor a shifting of respons- 
ibility; this should not have occurred, nor would have occurred, 
where administrative authority and responsibility were known, 
definitely fixed, appreciated and recognized. It is not too 
much to say that Father McGrath as Acting Principal had been 
dissatisfied for sometime prior to the tragedy, he gave evidence 
of this at the coroner's inquest, he did not know the extent of 
his authority as Acting Principal, nor the scope of his respons- 
ibilities as such, nor had he been informed what these were. 
Father MceGreth's position was uncertain and the situation was 


complicated when he became Acting Principal by the addition to 
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the staff, much against his wishes, of two French Disciplin- 
arians neither of whom had any knowledge of the English 
language; scholarly and well meaning young men, no doubt, but 
quite unsuited for the responsible positions in which they were 
placed. As Father McGrath could not speak French, the Discipl- 
inarians became inclined to consult Bishop Coudert on matters 
within the jurisdiction of the Acting Principal, this no doubt 
had a tendency to weaken Father McGrath's administrative control 
of the staff and school with results which could not have been 
satisfactory to him, The evidence definitely indicates a lack 
of that cooperation between the Acting Principal and the sub- 
ordinate staff most essential to the successful administrative 
Management of an Institution such as an Indian Residential 
School and, it is hardly necessary to look beyond this, for the 
foundational cause that led up to the loss of the four children, 
I consider the main reasons given for not organizing 
a search party between 6 P.M. and 9.15 P.M. on the night of 
January lst., as weak and unsupported by reliable evidence. 
It was definitely established that only a few Indians visited 
the school on New Year's Day, most, if not all of whom, started 
for their homes prior to 4.30 P.M., the time when the five boys 
are supposed to have left the school. I am of the opinion from 


the evidence and information before me, had energetic action 


peen taken to organize a search party when the absence of the 


children was first noticed and reported, the children would 


not have perished, 
Father McGrath was well liked by the school children 


and highly regarded by their parents. There was no evidence to 
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show that punishment of any kind had anything whatever to do 
with the boys leaving the school without permission, It was 
simply a natural desire for freedom and to be with their parents 
during the holidays, Nor did I find any justification for the 
statements and rumors regarding unwholesome food being supplied 
to the children, I questioned both parents and pupils closely 
on this point and, with the exception of Mrs. Sylvester Patrick 
mother of one of the dead children, whose evidence should be 
largely discounted because of her mental and physical condition, 
all spoke well of the quality and quantity of the food supply. 
In view of these facts it is clear that any attempt to picture 
Father McGrath as heartless, severe and generally disliked by 
the children or their parents cannot be sustained by the 
evidence, 

I visited a number of Indian homes and discussed the 
tragedy with nearly all the adult Indians I met and although 
I found indications of unrest and resentment this was mostly 
confined to the relatives and friends of the dead children, 
There was no demand among the Indians or the residents of the 
white communities visited for a judicial inquiry, nor do I think 
such an inquiry at this time would be in the best interests of 
the Indians. 


My investigations lead me to the conclusion that the | 


Department should take steps to strengthen its administrative | 
control of our Indian Residential Schools through the full use! 
of the privilege which it reserves of approving the more im- 


portant appointments to the staffs of these schools, 
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A transcript in duplicate of the evidence 


is forwarded herewith.

In viow of the regrettable deaths of some of the 
boys last winter 1ere, I had a long, confidential talk with 
the Principa., chiefly uvon the matter of divided authority, 
on account of the residence there of a@ Bishop, for so long 
a time. I am pleased to report that he informed me that the 
Bishop is shortly leaving there to take up his residence 
elsewhere, 


The *rincipal informed me that most of the 
children were two weeks late in returning to school after the 
summer holidays. This was Owing to measles, and the doctor's 
advice of delay. This, of course, occurred at the last 
minute, and in the meanwhile the School was carrying a full 
Staff. As this expense was no fault of the school authorities, 
I should recommend that one half the numbers of the children 
at the school be allowed to be carried on the list as though 
they were there for those two weeks.

ATTENDANCE 


At toe end of the quarter the attendance was 157 (91 
tirls and 66 boys). This is ten more than tie attendance 
for t:e previous quarter. If it were not for the ‘act thet 
four girls were sent home for reasons of health we would 
have hed a full attendance. 


HLALTH 


The medical officer, Poole, teils me that in general 
he is well satisfied with ie health of the children. There 
have be@n no evidemics of any kind ani the whooping-cough 
and German meas&&s have disa>»peared completely. Four giris 
were sent home on account of pulmonary T. Be. With reard 
to T. Be in the scho 1 the Doctor tells me that the cases 
mentioned above wou d have been diagnosed earlier if X-ray 
facilities had existed. It wou d ve impossiole t ive a 
definite opini.n about the prevalence of T. Be among the 
Children without Xeray exa:.ination. We had one case of a 
boy who hac been refused admittance several times on the 
zround of T. Be. but when he was sent to Burns Lake for ex- 
anination the Xeray showed no evidence ov i. B. 


Trachoma 


With regard to the revalence of Trachoma a:oung 
the children Dr. Poole tells m@ me that he has had no previou 
experience with this d@a disease. He has examined all the 
pupils and finds that besides the known cases from the list 
given by Dr. Pitts ( the previous medical officer) he hes 
found that practically all the children ar suspicious. 

Most of them have only the slight violet dis-colouration, 
which is the first sign. These cas@s are being treated as 
trachoma. The “octor does not think that these are new 
cases which has developed in the past six months. Apparantl 
the children had not been examined for trachoma during the 
past two years though treatment nad been given to th: cown 
cases. Dr. Poole is very anxious to have a visit from Dr. 
Wahl as soon as possible so that he will have some definite 
@uidance from a specialist. 


MORALE 


The spirit amoung the children is excellent. The facii- 
ities for winter sports provided for em at the veginning 
of the season have kept them busy iey all seem quite 


happy and contented.

The discipline of the childre: is excellent. No unruly 
cheracters have developed isnce the begining of the year and 
we have every reason to be pleased with the conduct of the 
children. 
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‘There have been no attempts to run away and while every 
precaution is being taken there does not seem to be any 
tendancy on the part of the children to leave tie school. 
The skating rink and the other winter sports have nelped 
a great deal to make the work of the supervisors easy. 
MANUAL TRALNING 

The bigger boys have been kept ousy not only in nelpin 
with the fari. work but also have worked with the carpenter 
so that they have been able to learn something about repairing 
buildings and have been able to do a great deal of rough 
carpentery. The winter hes heen com aretively mile ana 
they have been sie to worn outside much more than in pre- 
vious winters. 


DOMESLIC TRAINING 


The girls are continuing the usuel programme of trainin: 
in all branches of work for which they are especiaily 
adapted. There is no doubt trat every girl leaving the 
school is well able to undertake ell the househol duties 
such as cooking, sewing, we ng@ and ironing. 


HANDICRAFTS 


The Exhibition of Indian Handicrefts at Vancouver 
has given us @6n opportunity to see just what cen be done 
at the school. We find that the children have not learnt 
very much from their parents along these lines and if 
handicrefts are to be developed we shall have t count more 
on the training given at th school than on anything the 
children may learn from their parents. As I saic in ny 
last revort these things cannot be done at once and we 
are therefore plenning a vrograme which will taxe some 
time to develop. 


FARM OPZRALTIONS 


While the winter has been comparatively mild it has 
been just as lon s usuel and auring tie pest juerter the 
outside work has cousistea entirely of looking after the 
stock. The voys have their regular duties ana tniose who 
enjoy this kina of work heve an opportunity of learning 
ell avout the oroper care of horses, deiry cows, beef cattle, 
oigs and poultry. Most of them seem to like this «kind of 
work and would much ratner be working amoung the enimals 
than attendins class. They even willinewly give up their 
recreation if their help is especially needed. 


POULTRY 


We ere well satisfied with the poultry experiment and 
while oroduction is not as hi now after our lone winter 
the total production for the winter onths has been very 
good indeed. We feel thet it will be worth while devel- 
oning the poultry branch of our ectivities as we find that 
it is possible to provide plenty of fresh eggs at very little 
cost. 
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PIG PEN 


We would like to express our @pprecietion to the 
Devartrent for having decided to erevlace the pig pen 
which was burnt down three years ego. Operations will 
begin as soon as »eather permits and efore next fall we 
hope to have the building completed and ten Purebred Yorkshire 
sows installed in their new home. 


ROOT CELLAR 


In orcer t 1rovide for an unusually heavy crop of 
potatoes we have dug a cellar wiich Onnects with the school 
itself. The new cellar is forty eight vy forty eight end 
will not only provide all the space we need but wiil also, 
nh account ol its location, obviate tie necessity of having 
the children go outside during sub zero weather to bring in 
the vegetebles. There is :.uch work to be done yet in the 
cellar itself and we would be glad if the Department vould 
keep this in mind should funds be aveilable for improvements 
during the coming fiscal year. 


During the winter months we did not usually expect or 
receive visits from any of the officiels of the Department. 
No douot we shall be more fortun: te when winter is over 
and the roads becoi.e passa le.

Re Visiting Regulations 


I am enclosing the new visiting regulations for the 
school, modified according to the suggestioms of the Commissioner. 
You will notice that we are again submitting again for the 
approval of the Department Rule C,. The purpose of this rule is 
to be able to keep the Indians from running all over the house and 
I believe that the addition of the sentence concerning the right 
to visit the building accompanied by a member of the staff will 
meet the suggestions of the Commissioner. 


Outside of the building no objection is made to the 
parents and children being together provided that Supervisors 
can control their actions. 


You will notice that Regulation E has been combined 
with Regulation F of the original draft. The Commissioner had 
suggested that the hours, 12:50 till 2:00 P.M. would be too short 
if the parents were allowed to visit their children only once a 
month. To meet this objection we suggest continuing the present 
system of allowing them to visit every Sunday but only from 12:50 
till 2:00 P.M, Both Sister Superior and the Supervisors of the 
boys assure me that to extend the visiting hours till 4:00 P.M. 
would entail many serious inconveniences. It would prevent the 
children from taking their Sunday walk, to which they look 
forward with a great deal of pleasure, and would interfere with 
the luncheon hour. 


Regulation F will meet the wishes of the Commissioner 
with regard to parents coming from a long distance. As a matter 
of fact we have always been very lenient in the case of those 
parents who are only able to visit the school at long intervals. 


I am glad to be able to report that since the regula- 
tions were sent out to the different camps at Christmas dealing 
with the visiting hours during the holidays we have had no further 
trouble from any of the young men and there has been no complaint 
about drimking or disorderly conduct.

P.S. I might again call your attention to the advantage of 
having a small building down by the lake side which 
could be used by the Indians coming from a long distance 
when they visit the school during extremely cold weather, 
when camping outside may be rather difficult. 
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VISITING REGULATIONS FOR LEJAC SCHOOL 


Indians will not be permitted to camp in the school 
under any conditions. Camping in the school grounds 
will not be allowed as there are available camp 
grounds on the Reserve less than half a mile from 
School Buildings. 


Indians visiting children at the school must not ex- 
pect to have meals supplied to them even though they 
may be prepared to pay for such meals. 


Both parents and children must remain in the Indian 
Parlor while in the school pbuilding. Parents wishing 
to see the school rooms, dormitories, infirmary or play 
rooms should be accompanied by a member of the staff. 


Only the parents or the guardians of the children are 
allowed to visit the children or to be on the school 
property. Outside of visiting hours no one is allowed 
on the property unless he has business with the prin- 
cipal. 


The ordinary visiting day is Sunday. The visiting 
hours are from twelve thirty till two. A bell will 
be sounded at two P.M. when all children will at once 
report to the Supervisors. Parents will be expected 
to leave the building before two P.M. at the latest. 


Parents coming from long distances and only able to 
visit the school once or twice a year will receive 
permission to see their children outside of the regular 
visiting hours. 


Parents coming by train from Stony Creek, Shelly, Ft. St. 
James, Tache, etc., will be allowed to see their children 
between trains on Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. 


Special regulations will be made for visiting hours 
at Christmas and Easter. 


Permission cannot be given for children to leave the 
school to visit their parents, except when such cases 
have been referred to the Indian Agent and his sanction 
obtained in writing. 
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DISCIPLINE 


discipline of the children is excellent. The 
denarture of three rather unruly »oys at the end of the 
school year has hebped a great deal and we have every 
reason to be pleased with the conduct of tie children 

so far. Earlier in the year tow little boys from 
Tache tried to run away from sheer homesickness but this 
is the only case. Of course @ve"y precaution is been 
taken. The location of the skatin: rink close to the 
school buildinginstead on down on the lake hac hebped 

to maintain the necessary control and render far easier 
the work of the supervisors. 
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While discussin the question of visits it mieht not 
be aiiss to draw attention to the inconveniences caused 
oy the visits of some isorderly Indians. X0a two occasions 
at least the whole schhol wes upset by the conduct of these 
Indians who were evi ently under th influence of Lliquor.¥ 
On another occasion several young Indians even went so far 
as to be insulting to the Sisters in charge of the girls. 
It is unfortunate that the impression seems to exist that 
any indian has the right at any time to walk into 
school building and thet neither the vrincipal nor 
directlyin charge of the children have any right 
their conduct. Regulations are being drawn up t 
situetion and I hope thet in my next report I 
to say thet the abuses caused by visits f this kind heve 
been completely checked.

Dr, 
Sfone has been very considerate and has always answered our call, 
but Vanderhoof is 40 miles away, and the telephone service is 
not very reliable. There have been two cases of pneumonia and 
one boy broke his arm, in addition to various other minor ail- 
ments.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
13th instant with reference to the pupilage at 
the Lejac Indian residential school. 


Requests for increased pupilage are 
continually being received from Principals of 
residential schools throughout the Dominion. 
However, these requests cannot be favourably 
considered unless the necessary funds have been 
specifically provided. In the case of the Lejac 
school provision was made in our current year's 
appropriation for a pupilage of 160 and in view 
of present regulations it is not possible for us 
to pay grant for any larger number. 


When preparing our estimates for the 
fiscal year 1940-41 the pupilage at the Lejac as 
well as other residential schools will be reviewed 
but owing to present conditions I am unable to 
state definitely at the present time whether or 
not it will be possible to provide the funds that 
would be necessary for an increased pupilage.

Having exhausted all the other channels of approach with- 
out result or acknowledgement from the Department, I now appeal 
directly to you. 

If the credit and the good name of this school is to be 
maintained, and the Indian children are to continue to receive 
all of the services to which they are entitled,(as you directed 
in your letter to me of January 5th.,1939) it is imperative 
that an increase of pupilage be granted. 

All during the last school year the daily average of atten- 
dence was well over 170. at the present time we have 178 chil- 
ren in the school. And, as you are aware, our per Gapita grant 
provides for only 160. 

Despite all of my efforts since assuming the charge of this 
school, I have been unable to reduce its debt by any appreciable 
amount. And now, with rising prices, it is going to be even more 
difficult to keep the debt from increasing in the future. 

So, once more, I beg of you that our pupilage be increased 
to 175. If this cannot be done, may I suggest that the per cap- 
ita allowance be increased from 170 dollars per pupil to 180, as 
is the case in other schools that do not have the expenses we 
have. One of our biggest burdens is paying for freigi ting of 
our peers from Vancouver, due to the fact that we are so fer 
north.

Dear Mr. Minister: 


About ten days ago T had a conversation 
with Reverend A.R. Simpson, O.M.I., Principal of the 
Indian Residential School at Lejac, B.C. 


Father Simpson tells me that their average 
attendance during the year 1938-39 was 175; that this 
year it has averaged 180; and that at the present moment 
there are actually 184 children in the school. 


The school grant is based on 160 pupils, and 
Father Simpson is very anxious that the pupilage be increased 
in such manner as will meet actual conditions. Father Simpson 
{is of opinion that certain other schools in British Columbia 
receive a higher grant ver pupil than the school at Lejac. 
He claims that because of the distance of Lejac from Vancouver, 
at which point most of the school supplies are purchased, the 
cost of freighting to his school is much higher than the cost 
of freiehting to other schools. 


I should be glad if you would have the necessary 
inquiries made so that if Father Simpson's contention is well 
founded, the situation may be corrected.

ATTENDANCE. 

Gonsiderable difficulty has been experienced this year in 
bringing the children back to school. at the orders of the Depart- 
ment, we tried to have the parents bring their children at least 
part of the way into school; but they obstinately refused. Finally 
the services of the Mounted Police had to be requested. We are 
still about 20 children short of the desired number, 


Moraleg 
Those of the children who have returned seem to be in good 
spirits. There have been no attempts to run away, as yet.e 


MANUAL TRAINING 

This is proceeding along the customary lines, carpentry and 
farm instruction for the boys; and the usual household work for 
the girls, combined with instruction in spinning, carding, rug- 
making, dressmaking, etc. 


HEALTH 

Soon after the children returned we had a severe attack of 
the "flu." No one in the house escaped, and at one time we had 
over 70 children in bed at the same time. It seems to be almost 
over now, there are only two or three children left in bed, 

One girl was sent to the hospital that day after she came, 
with incipient pneumonia, 


CROPS 

The yheld was good this year. Harvesting is almost finished. 
It will not be necessary to purchase potatoes this year, as in the 
past two years. We also have enough feed on hand for our stock. 
The garden was good this year, and large quantities have been 
canned for the winter.

The animals are all in good shape, and the numbers remain 
about the same.

ENDANCE, 


The number of children in the school is still over 180. Due to 
the reduction in authorised pupilage it will be necessary to reduce 
the number of chifidren for the next school year to about 150. Pro- 
bably, no more children will be accpeted from outside of the Stuart 
Lake Agency, except in the case of orphana or destitute children. 


MORALE. 


The morale of the children is very high. They are very well 
behaved, and give little trouble. There have been no runaways this 
year. 


HEALTH. 


On the whole, the health of the children has been good. We 
had a severe siege of the ‘flu, and at one time we had sigty chil- 
dren in bed at the same time. There have been three children sent 
to the hospital for various reasons. 


ACTIVITIES. 


The Sisters and many of the girls are actively engaged in wor- 
king for the Red Cross. Many articles such as pyjamas, pillowslips, 
towels, sox, etc., have already been made by them. The children 
take a very keen interest in this work, and well realise what it is 
for. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The root cellar has finally been fixed. Instead of the ponder- 
ous and costly concrete structure that had been planned, we removed 
all of the dirt, and put on a wooden roof, covered with rubberoid 
roofing. Under the roof there is about two and a half feet of saw- 
dust and shavings for insulation. This makes a light and effective 
roof, that will be mich better than the old one, and just as efféc- 
ient as a more costly one of concrete. The cost of this work wes 
about $250.00, exclusive of the labours 


LIVESTOCK. 

The farm animals are all doing well. We had a lamb crop of a- 
@out 60, and the cdives are still coming. The chickens are producing 
well, snd keeping up a Large and steady supply of eggs. Our milk 
herd has the best average production in this district.

ALL of the seed is now in the ground, and provided we get 
sufficient rain, there should be a very good crop,

I desire to refer to your letter of the 
6th ultimo addressed to the Minister of Labour, also 
my reply of the 16th ultimo, with regard to the staff 
of the Lejac Indian Residential School. 


Very careful inquiries have been made 
and it is found that every one of the men employed on 
the staff of the Lejac School is a Canadian citizen 
and, with one exception, were all born in the Dominion 
of Canada. The exception is Herman Hesse, the manual 
training instructor and carpenter. This man is a native 
of Bohemia, a province of Czechoslovakia. He came to 
Canada after the last war and was naturalized at Prince 
George in 1927. He entered the employ of the Lejac 
School in 1936. Although Mr. Hesse was born in Bohemia 
he cannot be considered as an enemy alien because 
Czechoslovakia is officially an ally of Great Britain 
and nationals of that country are not considered enemy 
aliens. 


All the Sisters at this school are 
Canadian-born except one who was born in Ireland. 


You will note from the above that the 
complaint that you received regarding the employment 
of enemy aliens at the Lejac School was not based on 
fact.

Your letter of the 16th. inst. is at hand; and I wish to 
inform you that the complaint of which you speak i8 entirely, 
and probably maliciously, false. 


Everyone of the men employed on the staff of this school 
is @ Canadian citizen; and, with one exception,were all born in 
the Dominion. The exception, who is probably the object of the 
complaint, is Herman Hesse, the Manual Training Instructor and 
Carpenter. This man is a native of Bohemia, a province of Czechd~ 
Slovakia; he served in the Austrian Army during the last war, then 
came to this country and was naturalized at Prince George in 1927, 
He entered the employ of this school in 1956, and is a capable and 
reliable man. 


I have spoken to him on many occasions about the war, and am 
convinced that he is not a Hitlerite. Besides, since he is a native 
of Bohemia, he cannot be considered @S an enemy alien, because 
Caecho-Slovakia is officially an ally of Great Britain, and nationals 
of that country are not considered as enemy aliens even in England. 


All of the Sisters are Canadian-born, except one; she is a neu- 
tral, since she comes from County Kilkenny in Eire. 


Since this question has arisen, I might say thet I have not 
been informed, officially or otherwise, of any restrictions imposed 
either by the Government or the Department concerning the employ- 
ment of enemy aliens resident in the Dominion. Therefore, I cannot 
see why the employment of such a person should be grounds for a "com 
Plaint” in the judgment of the Depertment, since there is no official 
ruling against it. Please correct me if I am mistaken,

Inquiries are being made regarding your 
Claim that aliens are being employed on the starr 
of the Lejac Indian Residential School. 


Subsection 2 of Section 10 of the Indian 
Act provides that no Protestant Indian child shall 
be assigned to a Roman Catholic school or sehool 
conducted under Roman Catholic @ispices, and no 
Roman Catholic child shall be assigned to a Protestant 
school or a school conducted under Protestant auspices. 
For the past 60 years it has been the policy of 
successive Covernments to provide schools for both 
Catholic and Protestant children. The Lejac School 
is intended for Catholic Indian children and it is 
quite natural that only catholics should be employed. 
At the Protestant Indian residential schools it is 
the usual custom to employ only Protestants.

Dear Sir;- 

I wish to report a regettable incident which occurred at 
the Lejac Indian Residential School last Saturday afternoon. about 
4 P.M. the local telephone operator received a rather incoherent 
message that Herman Hesse, carpenter and Manual Training Instructor 
had gone berserk and stabbed the Rev. A.R,Simpson, the Principal, 
several times. Joctor Stone, the local Provincial Police 
Constable and myself proceeded to the school without delay. dn 
arrival it was found that lir. Saddler, another workman employed at 
the School, was the victim; not Father Simpson. 


From inquiries made it would appear that Father Simpson 
discharged Hesse about ten days ago and gave him one monthts notice 
to vacate, Mr. Hesse proceeded to Prince Rupert to voice his 
objections to the Right Rev. E .M.Bunoz, the Bishop in charge of this 
diocese. On his return to the School last Saturday the Principal 
cancelled his month's notice for reasons given in the attached 
statement and ordered Hesse to leave immediately. Apparently 
Hesse worked himself into a terrible frenzy and proceeded to man 
handle the Principal, kicking him in the groin amd drew a knife. 
Mr. Sadler, a witness grappled with Hesse before he could inflict 
any wounds on the Principal and received six flesh wouffds himself, 
Mr. Hesse later withdrew to his room, in the bunkhouse where we 
found him still in a very nervous state. He was taken into 
custody and placed in the Vanderhoof lock-up; no doubt a charge of 
inflicting grevious bodily harm will be preferred against him in 
due course, I understand Hesse is of Ceck-German origin but 
is a naturalised British citizen, He has been employed at the 
school for the past six years. He struck me as being a very 
thorough workman but prone to become excited over fanciful 
grievances. He is also a powerfully built man of huge 
proportions and it is fortunate that he desisted when he did 
as he might and could have created havoc in the frame of mind 
he was in. 


An affair of this kind is indeed to be regretted, 
although no blame can be attached to anyone at the school. The 
publicity which will necessarily follow may have a bad odour and 
will not tend to increase the popularity of the school with the 
Indians or the general public. 


Doctor Stone advises that Mr. Sadlerts wounds are not 
serious and that he should be fully recovered in four or See

Then he told the other 
men that he was going to get even with me; and that he would aoc. 
cuse me of improper condust with Mrs. Sadler, the wife of one of 
the hired men. 

Hesse returned from Rupert at I Pem. today. I told him to 
get his things together and get out this afternoon, At 3 pem. 

I went over to his room to warn him to leave once more. He re- 
fused to go, and I said that I would have the police to put him 
out. He then demanded to be paid until April ist. I refused, 
Then he said that I had given him a month's notice, md that he 
was going to work it out. I told him that I did not know then 
what a "dirty swine” he was, but now that I had found out, he had 
to leave immediately. 

Then Hesse attacked me, kicking me in the leg and in the 
@roin. He kicked me out of the house, and I thought that he was 
going to strike me with his fist. anton Sadler, a farm worker of 
the school, oeme running up and yelled at Hesse. Hesse then swore 
at Sadler and knooked him down and stabbed him repeatedly with a 
knife. I did not réalise then that it was a kné%e, until Sadler 
cried out thet he had been stabbed. Then Father Pagnon and Tuck, 
our disoiplinarian , oame up; Hesse wnet into the house, and 
Sadler was taken upstairs. 

I then phoned for the doctor and police,

The children continue to be in the best of spirits, and 
seem to be very well satisfied with their lot here at the school. 
There has been no trouble as yet with runaways. 


MANUAL TRAINING. : 

The boys completed the erection of the second storey of 
the chicken house, and did an excellent job. All of the cement work, 
end stair building, in fact, all of the actual work, was done by the 
boys, under the sgpervision of the Manual Training Instructor, They 
are now doing inside work, house maintenance and repair jobs, and 
the construction of smaAl articles of furniture. 


Health. 

The X-ray clinic held here brought to light only five ac- 
tive cases of tuberculosis, and three others recommended for pres 
ventorium care, These children are supposed to be sent to the new 
Indian Hospital at Sardis, B.C., and are awaiting the consent of their 
parents before leaving for thessouth,. 

The general health of the remainder of the children is very 
good, end very little time hes been lost by any of the children on 
account of sickness. 


CROPS. 

In commen with most of the province, the crop yield was 
rather disappointing this year, due to prolonged rains. A large pro- 
portion of the grains were entirely lost, and the potato crop was fer 
below what is necessary for the use of the school. Carrots, cabbage, 
peas turnips, and other vegetables were very good. 


Livestock 

Due to the shortage ofvthe hay crop, we cut down our beef 
herd by selling most of the young steers and calves. We are doing 
fairly well with our hogs and chickens, which have shown a good pro- 
fit during the past year.

Qur Holstein milk cows are still leading all of the cattle in the 
district, of all breeds, in milk production and percentage of 
butter fat. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

The ice cooling plant which was installed last winter in 
place of the ammonia cooling system is working very well and we 
are quite pleased with it. I believe thet this system could be 
utilised by other schools to their advantage.

this man rur nf amok and stabbing the Principal and 
man, for which he was convicted. 


vnile, as Mr. Howe points out, there is no legal 
objection to the employment of enemy aliens at such insti- 
tutions supported by public funds, unless they happen to be 
within a defence zone, the practice does give rise to very 
considerable public criticism and, in my opinion, it would 
be advisable to consider the issuance of instructions to 
school principals and others, requiring Departmental permission 
for the employment of such persons. This course would be 
justifi by the fact that at Kesidential schools particulurly 
these jens would be in a position to carry out considerable 
destruction of Government property.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your telegrams of the 
12th. and 14th. instants in connection with the employment of 
Japanese at the Lejac Indian Residential School. 


The Rev. Principal was advised of the contents of the 
telegram immediately upon receipt. 


In this regard I beg to enclose herewith a letter received 
from H.G.Crowe, Secretary of Branch No. 52, Canadian Legion, Fort 
Fraser, BeC. which is self explanatory. 


I half expected repercussions from the parents of the 
pupils, but so far outside of a few casual comments no complaints 
have been received at this office from Indians. 


However, when the Indians return from trapping it is 
quite possible they may voice strong objections to having Japanese 
in close contact with their offspring and use this as an excuse 
to keep the pupils at home next term, especially if influenced by 
local public opinion. 


The Principal's difficulty obtaining labour is fully 
appreciated, but the past two years we have had a deal of trouble 
getting a large number of children into school at the opening of 
the term and I have no wish for them to use the Japanese question 
as an excuse to keep the pupils at home and add further to our 
difficulties enforcing attendance. 


The opinion expressed is only supposition, so far and 
may not come to pass. In any case, according to ow new regulations 
in force it is necessary to obtain permission of the Dominion 
Security Commission before any Japanese may move from place to place 
in or out of the Defence Zone.

Sir: 


The attitude of the Indian Department concerning the 
employment of Japanese on the school farm, as expressed by your 
communications of the 18th. inst., came as a great surprise to 
me. It is imperative that the Japanese be removed from the de- 
fence tones of this province, and the great obstacle in the way 
of this removal is that the Government does not know where to put 
these people; therefore, I thought that I was doing the authorities 
a service by bringing three Japanese here, since we are more than 
250 miles inside the defence zone, as defined at present. 


You must be aware of the fact that it would be impossible 
to operate this school without having a farm attached to it. And 
for the farm wevhave to have hired labour, Due to prevailing con- 
ditions, it is very, very difficult to find farm help; and when one 
ddes find them, the wages demanded are beyond our ability to pay. 
There is no white labour to be had in this area; and the Indians can 
make from $5.00 to $10.00 ver day in the mines and lumber industry, 
so they are not going to accept farm wages, at least the farm wages 
that we can afford to pay. 


It is daily becoming more difficult to make ends meet, 
and the 74% per cent cut that was made in the per capite grant two 
years ago, does not make things any easier. During the fiscal year 
just ending, besides supplying the school with all of its milk, but- 
ter, eggs, meat, wool, and nearly all of its vegetables, the cash 
income from our farm amounts to nearly #6,000.00. This constitutes 
almost 20% of our total cash income, which we cannot affond to lose. 


The antecedents of the Japanese men employed here were 
carefully investigated before they were hired; they have excellent 
characters, and have belonged to the Catholic Church for a number of 
years. Also, before I took any action I discussed the matter with 
the representative of the Provincial Dept. of Agriculture, and other 
leading citizens of this district, and obtained their approval. I 
also notified the locel Indian Agent two or three weeks before any 
of these men came here. 


In view of all this, I was pleased to learn that the In- 
dian Department had decided to reconsider its decision in this case. 
I can assure you that in all of my actions as principal of this 
school, the welfare of the children and of the school is always the

Our attendance has remained about the same durfiing the 
the past quarter, although four children left for the Sanatabium 
early in November. Many children who were in school last year did 
not return, but they have been replaced by the large tmumber of 
newoomers. 


MORALE. 

The children are in good spirits and seem to be quite con- 
tented. During an absfence of the principal, five of the boys ran 
away, but they were all brought back again; and since then there 
haye been no further attempts. 


MaNUAL TRAINING. 

This continues as usual, bohkhfor the girls and boys. We 
nowhhave an Indian for Manual Training Instructor; he is a former 
pupil of the school who finished his term about seven years ago, but 
Since then has been almost constantly in the employ of the school, 
chiefly as assistant to the Carpenter and Manual Training Instructor, 
So far, he is doing wekl and seems to be able to handle the boys in 
a satisfactory manner. 


HEALTH. 

The health of the children has not been so good during the 
past quarter. Several of the children have had to be taken to the 
hospital for treatment, mostly suffering from a form of influenza 
and the whooping coughs It should be mentioned here that the Medical 
Officer, Dr. S. P. Findlay, is worthy of commendation here; he has 
had to make several visits each week, and sometimes two or three in 
one day, to look after the children; and has never refused to come 
when called, despite bed westher and roads. 


Livestock. 

The school suffered a severe loss through a fire in the 
chickenhouse, which destroyed a major part of the building and about 
600 birds. Since the sale of eggs is one of our best sources of in- 
come, the loss of these birds is quite serious, considering the pre+ 
veiling prices of eggs st the moment.

There is a movement of some of the 
neighbouring reserves to have day schools on their 
reserves, rather than send their children to this 
residential school. The leaders of this movement 
are individuals who are hostile to the school. 

While I have a certein amount of sympathy for the 

idea of day schools, I do not think it suitable for 

the Indians of Northern B.C. as yet. Our people are 
still nomadic to a great extent and spend a great 

part of their time away from their reserves. There is 
a great lack of discipline in our Indian families and 
the parents will not oblige their children to do 
anything they do not want to do. If a child does not 
want to attend school, the parents will not take any 
action to make them do so. In the Stuart Lake Agency 
alone I venture to say that two thirds of the children 
are not being educated. Many of the reserves there are 
Small and remote, and difficult to access. But even in 
nearby reserves there are many children who never attend 
school, The capacity of this school is limited, and we 
have children here from four of the largest agencies in 
te Dominion, namely Stuart Lake, Babine, Stikine and 
Skeena, for which this is the only Residential School 
available, To remedy this situation I would suggest 
that either this echool be enlarged or other schools 
built. Also I think that the provisions of the Indian 
Act obliging the attendance of the Indian children at 
sore schocl be more rigourously enforced than they ere 
at present. Many of our children are ten years of age 
or more when they are admitted and a large proportion 
of these only attend for two or three years, some even 
less. Consequently, they do not receive enough education 
and training to be of any real use to them,

Dear Mr. Howe: 


With regard to the letter which Chief Isadore sent 
to Ottawa Concerning the treatmeht of children at this school, 
I wish to make the following observations:= 


1. The Department already has the facts on the cases cited, 
except that of the boy who was injured unloading sacks, 
which is entirely without foundation in fact. 

2. As part of their training, the boys help with the work on 
the farm; but they are never called upon to do anything 
beyond their strength. All "heavy work" is done by the 
hired men. 

The little boys do carry the firewood to the kitchen, But, 
as this is out into pieces 12 inches long, and they take 
only a few pieces at a time, such work is not too much for 
them.

4t the time of writing there are 182 children in school, 
Although a number of the children who were present during the past 
School year have not returned we are @lready 22 over our allotted 
number of 160, Consequently, we are obliged to refuse admission to 
any more applicants, except, of course, for those who may be neglec- 
ted or indigent. 

Contrary to our expectations, the Family Allowances did not 
impede the children from coming back to school, In fact, we had less 
trouble this year than on any other year in my experience. 


All of the children are cheerful and heappye Several boys 
who caused quite a bit of trouble last year did not return, and the 
others seem to be metter off without them, 


HEALTH 


Apparently, all of the children are in good health, save for 
@ few colds and some severe cases of impetigo. Nearly all of the new 
children are badly in need of dental care; end many others require 
tonsillectomies, 


LIVESTOCK AND CROPS 


Once again an abnormally dry summer hes wrought havoc with 
our crops. Our grain and feed drops were very light, so we will have 
to purchase considerable quantities of both to see us through the com 
ing winter. The potatoes are also very poor. Since we were able to 
irrigate the gardens we have good crops of all the staple vegetables. 

Due to the depredations of coyotes and wolves we lost quite 
a few stock, especially lambs; so much so that we have decided to go 
out of sheep altogether. 


PROPERTY a 


4 consdderable amount of peinting and kalsomiming in the 
halas and dormitories end diging rooms was done during the summer. 
Once again we have to face the winter with a building that is almost 
impossible to heat due to the looseness of windows and doors. For 
several years we have been trying to get the exterior wood surfaces 
of the house painted, but have been unable to do 80 dwing to the 
shortage of labour. 

We find that our electrical output is now insufficient for 
our needs, and suggest that a larger diesel generator be obtained by 
the Department from the War Assets Corporation, An output of at least 
15 kw. would be desirable, 

The boiler inspector made certain recommendations regarding 
our hot water supply which I hope will be accepted, because we are 
woefully short of hot water on bath days. Y

Added te this is the necessity of educating the Indians to care for and 
use such expensive machinery. 


5e = Old Age Pensions, as such, are not payable to Indians. 
Each particular éaee of need is dealt with by the Jranch on its own merits 
and a stated quantity of staple foods is supplied. If the Medical Officer, 
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beeause of illness or other causes, recormends additional food, the 
extras so recommended will be authorised. In no instance has the 
Branch rofused any recommendation for assistance when the furnishing 
of such assistance is considered warranted.

Due to lack of accomodation, there are approximately

This has remeined quite constant throughout the quarter. 
Three new children were admitted, and very little time was lost 
through sickness and hospitalisation. Our daily average for the 
quarter is 177.7, as compared with 174 for the previous quarter. 


MORALE 


On the part of the girls, morale has remained at a very 
high level; but due to some disturbing elements among the boys 
wei have mad a little trouble. Two boys ran away just before the 
end of the year , one of them being broughPback the following day. 


HEALTH 


The health of the chitdren continues to be very good. There 
have been no epidemics, and very little sickness of any kind. We 
took five children to the hospital for tonsillectomies, The Dept. 
hed authorised a tonsil clinic for the school, but the surgeon was 
unable to get away at a suitable time, so we have Postponed this 
clinic until the new school year. The five above children were 
in extreme need, so we sent them to the hospital. 


Farm 


The prospects are not very bright for a good crop again this 
year. The spring was late, and continued dry cold weather does 
not encourage the growth very much. We are still having lebout 
trouble on the farm, 


CLASSWO RK 


This year two girls passed the Provincial tests for Grade 
VIII, and will start grade nine next year. Both of these girls 
are now 16 years old, but application is being made to the Dew 
partment for permission to allow them to continue their studies, 


MANUAL TRAINING 


The girls are gaining valuabbe experience in the work of 
remaking discarded army clothing over for the use of the children.

At the beginning of the quarter we hed a continuation of 
the pneumonia epidemic reported in the last general reporte We had 
the children sey special prayers each evening for the health of all 
of the school children. The pneumoniae stopped very soon thereafter, 
and since we have haa very few children in bed. There have been @ 
few minor accidents due to sliding and sleighing, but nothing serious 
As a result of the T.B. clinic in Ootober, seven children 
had to go to the hospital for treatment. 
The *zenith" hearing aid was procured and given to one of 
the older girls. The results were very satisfactory, until the other 
day the device went out of order and we had to send it in for service. 


LIVESTOCK 
{The financial results from the sale of stock were only fair- 
ly satisfactory; but all that could have been expected under prevailing 
market conditions. 

The shortage of fead and straw is causing us considerable 
anxiety, for our supplies are rapidly running lote 


REMARKS 

A considerable reduction of the antagonism among the Indian 
people towards the school has been noted thése past few months, All of 
the parents who have visited the school have peen quite cordial and a&p- 
peared to be satisfied. Wg had tae annuel Christmas concert on December 
Zieb., and e large crow om several of the reserves attemded. There 
were also many visitors here for the Midnight Mess. 

All of these occasions passed by without a single complaint 

or argument; which is very unusuel indeed,

For sometime past I have been gravely concerned 
over tne lack of school accommodation in this Agency. 
Now that the national war emergency has been greatly 
relieved the time is at hand when something should be 
done to remedy the situation. 

In this connection I am enclosing herewith a list 
showing the total number of children between the ages of 
seven and sixteen years of each Band in tne agency and those 
who are attending school and the number at home uneducated. 

It will be noted there are 202 children in the latter 
category. 

At the close of the last term there were 181 pupils 
in attendance at the Lejac indian Kesidential School, 
which includes 29 from the Stikine Agency, 9 from the Babine 
Agency and 2 from the Vancouver Agency, leaving 141 pupils 
from the Stuart Lake Agency. The official capacity of the 
Lejac School is 160 pupils, therefore accommodation has been 
taxed to the utmost. 

Either another wing should be added to the Lejac School 
or day schools should be estadlishned on reserves where 
practicable. Personally, i am in favour of day schools and 
wish to recommend that imuediate steps be taxen to construct 
and operate a day school on the Stony Creek Indian xeserve, 9 
miles south of Vanderhoof. A modern school should be built to 
accommodate 60 pupils, preferably wita quarters attached for 
married teacher whose wife ma, be available as part time field 
matron if desired. A day school on this reserve would relieve 
the accommodation at Lejac School and make room for 45 children 
froa remote areas where day schools are not practicable. These 
children would also sreatly benefit by tne medical supervision 
provided at the school ahd manual training and farming instruct- 
ion whicn is sorely needed amongst the remote bands. 

The Indians as a whole, particularly in remote areas 
are not favourably disposed to sending their chiluren to 
residential schools, and a great deal of persuasion and tact 
would be required in this connection. It way be necessary to 
invoke the truancy sections of the indian act to enforce 
attendance, but regardless of the methods employed, these 
underprivileged children will benefit considerably by a period 
in Lejac Kesidential School and accommodation should be made 
available for this purpose. 

I had intended applying for a day school at the 
Necoslie Indian Keserve, Fort St. James, 3. C. as well as Stony 
Creek, but the time being a school at stony Creek would relieve 
the congestion at Lejac School for 4 year Or SO. If, at the 
end of this period additional accomaodation is still required, 
plans for a day school at Necoslie may be submitted for consider- 
ation. 

For the past few years considerable pressure has been 
brought to bear on this office for jay schools by the various 
Bands, particularly Stoney Uresx ani Necoslis Bands, and I am 
confident we may be assured of the full co-operation of the 
Indians in this connection. Absentesism, which, ft understand 
has been quite a problem with day schools, will be totally 
glininated with the payment of Family Allowances. Adequate 
medical supervision is also available at these roserves, waich 
is not available in remote areas, consequently most of these 
children mpg are in deplorable physical condition. In this 
connection I wish to quote hereunder the last paragraph of 
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Lejac Indian Residential School

With reference to your letter of October 
4th. I beg to enclose herewith a letter received from the 
Principal of tne Lejac Indian Residential School replying 
to the complaints as expressed by a delegation of the Indians 
from this Agency. 


The use of pupil labour on the school farm has 
been a bone of contention with the Indians for many years and 
the cause of a great deal of dissatisfaction. I have often 
thought that it would be beneficial for all concerned if the 
school farms were completely abolished, if only for the 
psychological effect. 


On the other hand the Principal advises that 
it is impossible to operate. the school without the revenue 
and produce derived from the farm. In my opinion a limited 
amount of certain types of farm work is educational and of 
benefi¥ to the pupils in later life, prowided of course, 
it does not interfere with the daily class room curriculum. 


With regard to day schools I am enclosing 
a copy of my report to Major Mackay dated July 30th. 1945 
giving my views on the school situation and recommending 
two full time day schools for this Agency. Contrary to the 
Principal's observations the Indians appear to me to be 
unanimously in favour of day schools. 


I would strongly urge that immediate consid- 
eration be given to my request for a day school at the Stony 
Creek Reserve, so that a suitable school building may be 
erected and in operation for the 1946 term.

I have your letter of October 30th regarding complaints 
made by Indians of the Stuart Lake Agency against the Lejac 
Indian Residential School, and urging the estavlishment of day 
schools in the Agency, together with a copy of your letter to 
Mr. Indian Agent Howe of the same date relating to these matters. 


On July 30th last Mr. Howe wrote me reporting on the lack 
of school accommodation in his Agency, advising that there were 
in excess of two hundred children of school age for whom the 
necessary facilities were not available. Following receipt of 
the Agent's letter I wrote to him requesting that he make a survey 
of the situation supplying the necessary information in detail, a 
copy of my letter to him in this respect is enclosed herewith. 
Mr. Howe supplied the information required under date of August 
9th, 1945. 


Similar surveys have been made in the Kamloops, Williams 
Lake and Lytton Agencies in response to instructions issued from 
here and the information secured is being held for the immediate 
f Schools once an appointment is made. The

Owing to the 
fact that this disease is discovered at the School, on or shortly 
after arrival of new pupils, the parents have the mistaken ine 
pression that it is contacted at the School.

MARCH QUARTER REPORTS. 


Several visits were made to Lejac Indian Resi- 
dential School during the quarter. Owing to the 
admission of several pupils to hospital for 
tuberculosis and other complaints, the pupilage 
is down to the official quota. 

At ome time during March, 140 pupils 
and half the staff were confined to bed with 
influenza. rortunately there are no serious 
after effects. At this date practically all 
the pupils and staff have fully recovered. 

Dre J. Hocking completed an 8-day dental clinic 
at the school February 24th last. 

Action is being taken to secure two 
teachers for the Takla Landing and Fort McLeod 
Indian Seasonal Schools. So far one application 
has been received for the rort McLeod position. 
It is difficult to obtain suitable teachers for 
a three month term at these remote reserves.

Although, as stated in the report for the previous quer- 
ter, we had determined to refuse admission to applicants for this 
school, it has been very difficult to follow this policy and now 
we find that we have 190 children now in attendance. Of course, 
this meens that we are somewhat overcrowded, but at least the chil- 
dren are being educated. 

A hell or gymnasium is badly needed here. This could be 
combined in @ new building with more dormitory and classroom space. 


MORALE 

The children are all quite contented. There has not been 
any attempt at running away from school, es yet. For the Christmas 
Concert on December 22nd., we had about 160 Indian visitors, Only 
one out of all these had any criticism to make, and he hardly merits 
any considerations 


4s far as the general heelth of the children is conoerned, 
this is one of tho best years ws have had so far, in that there has 
not been any serious sickness among the children. There have been 
two or three injuries sustained in playing hockey, but nothing of a 
serious nature. Since the visits by parents and friends for the 
Christmas concert, nearly everyone in the house hes had a cold, but 
nothing to worry about. 
STUCK 

Due to short crops of last season we are now buying feed 
for all of the livestock, wh&ch edds considerably to our current ex 
penses. 


General Remarks. 


On his last visit, the boiler inspector made certain re- 
commendations regarding the hot water supply, but, @o far, these 
have not received any consideration by the Department. This condit- 
ion hes been complained of for a number of years past. On bath days 
for the children there is not half enough hot water. 

Due to the fact that the Ifdiens are constantly complain- 
ing of the carrying of boiler wood by their children, and the in- 
creasing cost and difficulty of obtaining supplies of cord wood for 
the boilers, I would suggest that the Department cénsider the ques- 
tion of converting our heating system to an oil-burning one,

I wish to advise that the Rev. A.«, Simpson, 
Principal of the Lejac indian kKesidential School, reported 
100 absentee pupils at the opening of the term, September ord 
last. Despite the efforts of the Agency Staff and the assistance 
of Cpl. Fielder of the local Detachment of the R.C.M.eP., there are 
still approximately 70 truants. 


The Indians list a number of grievances, such 4s 
the time spent by pupils in manual labour, and religious instruct- 
ion, and also, their desire for Day Schools, as reasons for keep- 
ing the children at Home. The antagonism and opposition displayed 
by the Indians towards the Lejac kKesidential School is more marked 
in recent months than at any time since I took over the Agency 8 
years ago. 


I have patiently discussed the situation with 
the Chiefs and Headmen of the Bands concerned and advised them that 
in all probability in the not too distant future, changes will take 
place, particularly in relation to education and establishment of 
Day Schools where practicable, and that they are defeating their 
own ends by their present ettitude. 


The Stony Creek Band, where there are 40 absentees 
are particularly adamant, and positively refuse to return the child- 
ren to school. They recently sent a representative to interview 
and obtain legal advice from Mr. P.E. Wilson, Barrister at Prince 
George, B.C. 1 am enclosing copies of correspondence between Mir. 
Wilson and myself in this regard. It is gratifying to note that 
Mr. Wilson gave sound advice and advised his clients to send the 
children to school. 


In view of the determined attitude of the parents 
I feel that in order to ensure attendance at Lejac Residential 
School, action should be taken under the Truancy Section of the 
Indian Act. I have already served written notices on about 15 par- 
ents in accordance with Sec. 10, sub-sec. 3 of the Act, but before 
proceeding to issue summonses, I would like to have the Department's 
advice and approval. 


I would strongly recommend that when the new 
School inspector is appointed for b,C., that he meet the Chiefs and 
Headmen of this Agency to discuss and investigate their complaints 
at the first opportunity. 


A reply by air-mail witli. be appreciated.

The Department is in receipt of the September 
quarter return of the Lejac Indian Residential School 
and it is noted that the maximum number of days for which 
grant is requested for any pupil is seventy-two (72). It 
would, therefore, appear that all pupils in residence in 
June were allowed home for holidays. If this is so, the 
return has been prepared in the proper manner, as you were 
informed in official letter of July 12th, last, that, in 
preparing the September quarter return, the Principal 
should request grant for the number of days each pupil was 
in residence during the quarter, plus 43 days’ holidays, 
for which grant is allowed. 


If, however, any of the pupils were kept in the 
school during the whole of the September quarter, the 
Principal should have requested grant for 92 days for such 
pupils. You might make inquiries and advise the Depart- 
ment if there were any pupils kept in residence during the 
full quarter and, if so, you should state their names and 
register numbers. 


The reason for the Department requesting this 
information is due to the fact that we wish to allow the 
school all the grant to which they are entitled. I may 
say that, in preparing the September quarter return, the 
Principal obtained his average attendance by dividing the 
aggregate number of days by 72. He should have divided 
the aggregate attendance 92. By so doing, of course, 
the average would only be 106.79, which would mean that 
the earnings would be less than he requested. 


In order to have the information requested in 
paragraph 2, before finally paying the grant for the 
September quarter, the Department is only forwarding the 
Principal a partial payment of $3,000. The balance of 
grant due will be paid when your reply is received giving 
the information requested in this letter. 


A duplicate copy of this letter is enclosed, 
which you can hand to the Reverend Principal.

In replying to your letter of June 15th., which 
was Signed on your behalf by Mr. Doucett, I wish to point 
out that in my previous letter I was not asking for grant 
over and above our authorized pupilage; but my complaint 
was that the amount of grant received was exactly $200.00 
short of what it should be for 175 pupils with a per capita 
grant of $220.00 per annum. 


I had thought that this shortage of exactly $200.00 
was probably due to an error in calculation; but it is implied 
in your letter that it is due to the fact that two pupils were 
shown in the March Return as having been present for the full 
quarter, after having been shown as absent in the previous 
Returns. Even had these children been absent our average for 
the quarter in question would have been 177.7, which is 2.7 
over our authorised pupilage. Therefore, we were even then 
entitled to our full grant for 175 pupils. 


The two pupils, No. 0505 and No, 0506, returned to 
school on January 7th. Since this was the first day of school 
in the new term it was not felt necessary to make any deduction 
in their regard. 


Due to our present financial difficulties we can ill 
afford to let go this shortage of $200.00. We also have pre- 
sent for the summer vacation over forty children, for whom no 
remuneration is received gwer that received for the other chil- 
dren who spend these two months at home, 


Trusting that this explanation is satisfactory and 
that a favourable reply will be received in due course, I re-

On October 23rd, 1947, the barn at this school 
was destroyed by fire. e have been in communication with 
the Indian Agent and also with Indian Commissioner MacKay 
regarding the matter and we are advised that temporary ac- 
commodetion has been provided for the live stock during 
tne coming winter. However, with the destruction of the 
barn and silo, the school management lost 110 tons of hay 
and alf alfa, 15 tons of grain, milking machine, grinding 
machine, two sets of harness and assorted implements. 
indian Commissioner MacKay states that the cost of the feed 
that was destroyed by fire is approximately #3,000. and the 
cost of the equipment $500. or a total loss to the school 
nanagement of 3,500. 


In order to permit the school to continue 
efficient operation, it will be necessary to replace the 
feed and equipment eat the earliest possible date. This 
is @ special case and Major MacKay considers that we should 
reimburse the school management to the extent of 3,500. 


At the present time we are paying the school 
an Emergency Grant of $35. If we allow this school an 
Emergency Grant of $55. for the calendar year 1947 it would 
mean an extra payment to them of 3,500. as their average 
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pupilage is one hundred and seventy five. 


Funds for this payment are available in 
the current year's appropriation and I would appreciate 
it if you would approve the above mentionea extra pay- 
ment being made.

We pump water from @ well 160 feet deep,which gets exhausted after 
2 hours of pumping,or,if not exhaustei,then gives only muddy water, The 
pumo fi ling up with sand and mud,has to be taken out for cleaning ani tne 
replacing of valves every two months,The winter fortunately has been the 
mildest known for the last 20 years,but such a work could never be done 
under a temperature of 30 and 40 below as we have it in ordinary winters.

Fort Fraser June 7/23 


I beg to notify you that on my return to headquarters 
> 6th I found a letter from Rev Father Coccola, Principal 
Indian School at Fraser Lake also a telegram from Mr 
Government tuilding inspector,notifying me that at 
on the morning of the 3rd a mysterious fire had broken 
cut at the school,wae subdued in an hour and a half after 
doing damage to the building amounting to roughly twelve or 
fourteen hundred dollars. 

I went up to the school on the afternoon of the sixth 
examined the damaged part and made what investigation I 
could. The fire occurred in a small room near the west end 
of the building on the main floor. This room had been used ae 
a sacristy to hold vestments etc used in connection with 
the services held in the large class-room( temporary chapel) in 

Mthe $.¥.corner of the building on the same floor, The doors 
of the two rooms are opposite -the main hallway dividing them. 

fhe contents of the room were, vestments sostly hanging 

on the west wall,one box of candles and one box containing 
duster cloths uostly more or less cily. Poth these boxes were on 
the floor. The candles were welted into a mass by the heat but 
had not burned. The duster cloths had been in use on the 
afternoon of the day previous to the fire. 

lj No night watchman has been employed for the last two or 

/ithree months. 

Hie Lordship Bishop Bunoz passed the door of the room, 
which was open, at 12.30 A.M. or two hours before the fire 
was discovered and eaw no fire and smelt no burning. 

Spontaneous combustion did not cause the fire in my 
cpinion,®here were no defects in the electric wiring as,I am 
advised it stood a satisfactory test after the fire. The 
Principal declares it was impossible for any of the children 
to reach this room at night from the dormitories. It is almost 
a certainty that none of the staff were in this room after 
midnight. 

the outside doors are never locked and my opinion is that 
some one from the outside was prowling about the hallway and 
either by accident or design threw a lighted match into the box 
of dusters or among the vestments. 

Mr Morley and myself have insisted on a night watchman 

; being put on at once and I have urged upon the Principal the 
necessity of having all outside doore locked seourely at nigh 
; I would suggest a searching enquiry to place responsibil 
pi for the fire that proctective measures may be taken for t} 

uture. Kindly advise in this matter.

"sohool for them. He has stood this single life since 
"November 1922, but he declares that he cannot go on any 
"longer, as the expenses are too great, and by consequence Be 
"shall see himself forced to quit this institution, unless 
the meane ia found to accomodate him and his wife. " 


. "That shall we do? Mr. Allan has helped to install 
SW \the machinery and by consequence knows them perfectly, 
"al he understands thoroughly the handling of the triple 
"expansion boiler which has been installed in the laundry 
"and which demande a man of experience to handle it. We can 
"set an engineer capable to look after the boilers, but 
"what about the wachinery in the laundry? therefore I again 
"aak you to ask the Department to have a little house built 
"on the premises, 16ft. by 20ft. with three rooms. If the 
"Departuent furnishes the material, the boys under their 
"foreman, will put up a house which will not disfigure the 
"school, The estimated gost of the material will be about 

\three hundred dollars. 


In support of this application I would point out to 
the Department that there is between $30-000,00 and #40,000,00 
worth of machinery of one kind and another at the school.

conclusion in the matter. +7 have suggested to the 
Trincipal that a1] out-sids doors should be locked 
every night and that no person whatever should be 
allowed te ot in admission to the building without 
from the inside.

With reference to the conversation which I had the pleasure 
of having with you yesterday, and in which you expressed the desire th 
that I make known to you all the needs of this Institution,I beg to 
state the following. 


WATER SYSTEM. 
Our most pre@sing need is for an adequate water system. I 
do not need to refer to the voluminous correspondenve which has passed 
tween you and the school about this water question. May it be suf- 
jent that L cite the words of the expert,sent by the Department, 
pronounced our water system "a joke". It may be a joke, but the 
gs on us,and especially in caée of fire this system is absolutely 
tirely insufficient, 48 the fire we had at the beginning of 
has shown us, when the water supply gave out 30 quickly that it 
uld have been impossible to check a more serious gire. 


ACCOMODATION ¥OR WORKMEN. 


Qur second need is for accomodation for the outside workmen. 
The men at present are located in all kinds fo corners and in places 
where they ought not to be put. Moreover they oceupy rooms which we 
need for other purposes,»s for instance the workroom of the boys. 
Then agrin it is not deemed advisable to always have the workmen from 
the outside mixed with the boys,for several reasons, in which I do 
not ne:d to go in deeper . 


ADEQUATE WORKSHOPS. 


Our third need is for adequate workshops. At present there 
is one workroom which is occupied by workmen, as I have stated in 
the foregoing paragraph. This workroom is by far too small for the 
purpose for which it is made, it gives room enough for the cobbl ers 
and for the performing of some work which does not require much room,” 
but it is absolutely inadequate for the teaching of one of the most 
important trades for boys, to wit,carpentry. This carpentry is one © 
the most useful trades which can be tavght to the Indian boys,and at 
present it is impossible to teach it as it ought to be taught,for tt 
lack of space.---Ihe there is the blacksmithing and horse shoeing, 
which now have to be taught in a kind of shaek,which I had erected 
out of the school grant,rather then to deprive the boys of the acqui- 
ring of this useful trade.---1 would suggest that for economy's sake 
the necessary workshops be built under the housing accomodation for the 
outside workmen.

STABLING. 


cows. 

Our fourth need is for stabling.A while ago I had a communica- 
tion from the Department to the effect that Inspector Cairns had made 
the remark that the children did not get enough milk and butter. I 
wrote back to the effeet that I wes willing ind ready to buy more 
milk cows,but that I did not see the possibility of keeping milk cows 
without having the necessary stabling accomodafion for them. I may re~- 
peat this sgain:I am ready to buy all the milk cows that may be needed 
to give the children all the butter snd milk they meed,provided the 
Department furnishes adequate stabling for them.As a matter of fact 
I have already gone farther than that. I was so spre that the Depart- 

ment would see the justice of my demand and the need of stabling, 

that I have bought a number of she-stock,some actually milking, others 
to come in soon.How [ am going to manage if the Department does not gi- 
ve stabling for them, [ do not know, but I am auite confident thet Is 
shall have the help of the Department in this.--- 

HORSES. 

Thenthere is the stabling for horses. You know very well,of 
course,thst the per capita gran$ is not sufficient to give these child- 
ren all they need,a d that the farm must help out. To run a farm in 
a successful way, I must have horses. At present there sre three 
teams,one of ponies, one of heavy work horses,and one team of very 
hesavy,pure-bred draft horses. These animals will require stabling 
during the long winter,snd you know we sre entirely lacking in sta- 
bling facilities for these horses, 


OUTSIDE RECREATION oOMS. 


A fifth need is the need of outside recreation rooms. As 
you know the winters are apt to be veyy severe,and it may happen 
that the children can not go sand plag outside for days,on account of 
the cold weather ind the snow.Then they have to stay and play inside, 
and the recreation rooms we have now sre not fir for this purpose. 
In the originel plans and specifications the floors of the recreati- 
on rooms were to have been made out of asphalt. It seems that the 
Department changed this and that floors of cement had to be put in. 
The consequence of this is, that the dust in these recreation rooms 
is unearable, To give the children the fresh air and the excercise 
they need,I would suregest the building of two big recreation rooms 
outside, say 30 feet by 50 feet,one for the boys nd one for the 
girls.these recreation rooms could very well consist of nothing but 
one wall,(for cer‘ain games) ind a roof, so as to admit as much sun- 
shine ss possible in winter, If the roof were a so-called srench 
roof, this could be used as s hay loft, which would help out consi- 
derably. I shall glsdly furnish the necessary gymnasium apparatus, go 
that the children can take exgercises in summer and in winter, «nd 
that the school may be made more attractive to the children, 


two times this last week. This means that on account of this defece 
tive water system we hed to lose two days, and this in the busiest

Two years ago the Fraser Lake Indian Residential 
School main building was completed, at a cost of $175,000. 
At the time of erection a temporary water supply was 
installed, and it was hoped to arrange for a gravity system 
from the hills to the rear of the building. An engineer of 
the Dominion Water Power Branch has lately reported that 
this scheme for a permanent supply of water is out of the 
question and it will be necessary to install, without delay, 
a water tank and pipe line to connect up with a well at the 
edge of Fraser Lake, some 400 yards to the front of the 
building. 


Fraser Lake is in such an isolated position, that 
& permanent and satisfactory water supply system should be 
provided in the immediate future. Last winter mechanical 
trouble developed and the school was forced to draw water 
for domestic purposes and was without any fire protection. 
In June, last, a fire broke out in the main building and 
was fortunately brought under control, after a few hundred 
dollars' worth of damage was done. This occurred at a time 
when the temporary water system was in order, but it 
emphasized the necessity of providing a permanent and 
adequate supply at once. 


$10,750 is definitely available in the Approp- 
riation for Indian Education, to provide additional equip- 
ment at this school. Mr. R. Moncrieff, a general contractor, 
P. O. Box 726, Vancouver, B. C., has lately completed the 
laundry and chapel at this school, on a percentage basis, 
and is well acquainted with local conditions. Mr. Monerieff's 
work for the Department has been most satisfactory and has 
been completed with considerable despatch.

Referring to four letter of September 19th. No. 163+1+5 . 
and in the matter of installing a water supply system at 
Fraser Lake Industrial School, I beg to report as follows 
for thepreck ending the 13th. instant:- 


Work was actually started on Friday the 5th with two or 
three men . On Monday the 6th. the force was increased and 
now at writing eighteen or twenty men all Indians are employed 
on the job. In parsuance with the Department's instructions 
a test hole was attempted at point (B) in the plan but wae 
abandoned as necessitating too much rock excavating both 
in reservoir and pipe line. A second test hole between (8) 
and the pint (A) on the blue print was sunk to lake level 
and seepage water encountered but on account of soft nature 
of ground this was also abandoned and what ie now thought 
to be a final location was made elightly Weet of the (A) 
point. The well is now down eight feet showing two feet of 
water standing at lake leval . Rock in place has been 
encountered and poogeers is stayed pending arrival of 
drills and powder. In the meantime the full force is 
working on the ditch. The well or reservoir is so situated 
that if a sufficient supply of water is not produced by 
lake seepage a pipe line to connect with the lake can be 
laid.

You will please find enclosed two tenders for 
pumping outfit with catalogues, etc. attached. 

Fairbanks Morse have the machinery in stock at 
Vancouver, and the other people can supply on two weeks 
notice. 

I have not reported progress of the work as Mr. 
MacAllan, I understand, has been doing 80 weekly. Am 
almost sure it will be necessary to extend intake pipe 
about 200 feet on lake side of the pump house, as in no 
case have we found the rock (which is conglomerate) more 
than about 5 feet pelow the surface, or about even with 
the present water level in the lake. Before Spring the 
jake will likely be about 2 feet lower than at present. 

We will not do anything in connection with the 
intake until the well is sunk to the required depth by 
which time the seepage may be sufficient for the supply, 
and make the intake from the lake (which of course will 
be the most expensive part of the work) unnecessary +

water's edze and the foreman on the work, Mr. Skelton and 
uyself have both come to the conclusion that a seepage bed 
constructed partly of pipes near the reservoir and entirely 
of rock gravel and sand on the lake end would be better 
than running a pipe all the way. The bed would be laid 
in a ditch dug as desply as it was possible or necessar 
to go and at least three feet wide at the bottom and even 
if not satiefactery the end of the pipe could at any time 
be uncovered and continued on out into the lake. The 
reason against taking the water Supply in whelly by open 
Pipes is that the lake ceing shallow at thie point it ie 
often very riley in Windy weather, Kindly wire me your 
decision on thie matter as time ie & very important matter

Proposed Pumping Plant, Fraser Lake Industrial Schoole 


With reference to correspondence regarding 
pumping machinery for the Fraser Lake Industrial School, 
which was recently forwarded to me for examination, I 
wish to state that I have examined the tenders submitted 
very carefully, and beg to report to you as follows:- 

Whereas my previous report recommended the 
installation of one pump to supply 50 U.S. gallons per 
minute, the tenders submitted are for two pumps, each to 
have a capacity of 50 U.S. gallons per minute, to be 
operated by a six H.P. engine, as per the quotations enclosed. 

The sketch which accompanied the correspondence, 
together with the tenders submitted, would indicate that 
these pumps are not meant to be operated together, but only 
one at a time, in view of the fact that a six H.P. engine 
was apparently specified, and I would strongly recommend 
that, if it is the intention of the Department to install 
two pumps in place of the one originally recommended, that 


the power of the engine supplied be raised from six H.P. to 


ten H.P. in order to allow of both these pumps being operated 
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at the same time. The extra cost of making this change to 
supply the additional four H.P. would amount to $318.00, 
and would be more than gustified in view of the fact that 
the available water supply would be doubled. 

In the event of the above alterations being approved 
of by the Department, I would recommend that the tender of the 
Canadian Fairbanks-Morse Company be accepted as follows:- 

Two 44" x 6" Duplex Power Pumps, brass fitted, 
capacity, 50 U.S. gallons per minute against a working pressure 
of 150 pounds per square inch at 40 R.P.M. $562.00 

One ten H.P. Z Type gasoline engine, hopper cooled, 
with full equipment and two pulleys for driving 34" x 6" 
pumps 608.00 

Fittines for pumps as shown in tender (subject to 
slight alterations depending on method of installation)__120.50_ 

Total $1290.50 

Certain alterations in the method of installing the 
machinery from that shown by the sketch which accompanied the 
tender would appear to me to be desirable in order to minimize 
transmission losses. 

For instance, the sketch forwarded to me shows the 
pumps being driven off a countershaft. This is not necessary, 
as the Z type engine it is proposed to supply has two fly wheels 
and the pumps can be belted to them direct, one on each side, by 
means of pulleys 16" in diameter, having a2 10" face. This method 
would permit of both pumps being operated at once or one at a 
time and would be a neater and moreefficient installatione 

The above machinery if properly installed, as shown 
in the accompanying plan, will deliver 100 U.S. gallons per 
minute to the present storage tanks, which have a capacity of 
1500 U.S. gallons, and provided the air pressure in these tanks 
is maintained at the proper figure (50 pounds per square inch) 


any hydrant equipped with a 3/4" nozzle and situated on the 


ground floor of the school will, in the event of fire, be able to 
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deliver approximately 90 U.S. gallons per minute under a 
pressure of 45 pounds per square inch, and this supply can 
be continued as long as the pumps are maintained in operation. 

The discharge pipe from the pump house to the storage 
tanks should be not less then 4" in diameter, and capable of 
withstanding 2 pressure of 125 pounds per square inch; and one 
check valve and one automatic safety valve should be incorporated 
in the system, and placed close to,but outside,the pump house. 
This safety valve should be adjusted so that it will commence 
to discharge water at a rate of not less than 100 U.S. gallons 
per minute when the pressure in the system reaches 110 pounds 
per square inch, that being the maximum pressure against which 
the pumps will be required to operate, provided that the present 
storage tanks are used and the pressure in them is maintained 
at not more than 50 pounds per square inche Care should be 
taken to place the check valve nearer to the pump house than the 
safety valve, in order to ensure the proper operation of the 
latter; and for this purpose I would recommend the installation 
of the following fittings:- 

One standard 4" diameter check valve; 

One automatic safety valve, adjusted to Operate at a 
pressure of 110 pounds per square inch, and having an area of 


free discharge when open of not less than 1 square inch.

A report from Mr. Tredoroft is now on file 
and recommends that the order be placed with the Janadian 
Fairbanks Morse Co. which would amount to $1,290.50. 
The increase in price is due to the fact thrt the furn- 
ishine of a 10 i.P. engine is being considered instend 
of a 6 HP This Company is ready to mexe delivery 
of this ’ Lnery st once, whereas the other firm cannot 
daliver for two weeks 


I yould recommend that the tender of 
Fairbanks Morse Co. he accepted and that the Con 
in chera@e be reauested to place an order at once for the 
machinery so that this system may be live d ag aesrily 
as possible.

Dear Mr. Orr,- 

In reply to yours of the 1st inst. re water 
tank at Fraser Lake School, I have looked into this matter 
and do not think it would be ‘practical to put tanks in the 
attic. I think the best plan would be to put up a wood 
stave tank and house it in. During the very cold weather 
it could be heated by a stove, and with the house over the 
tank there would be no trouble from shrinkage in the upper 
end of the staves in the summer which is often the case 
because of the tank not being kept full. 

The wooden tanks give good satisfaction on 
the railroad in this locality. Father Cocolo would like 
to have the tank located about 700 feet back of the school, 
which is about the highest point on the farm. His idea for 
having it there is so that it can be used for irrigation 
purposes. Of course the tank could be placed nearer the 
building and the water piped to the top of the hill; but 
py placing it on the hill it,could e built about 20 feet 
lower and make a considerable saving on first cost and 
also on heating. If you decide to place it on the hill it 
would be well to get the pipe in as soon 4s possible, because 
it is very expensive excavating clay (such as they have on 
the school farm) after it freezes.
